OOKING BACK on it, proba- 

bly the hardest part about » 

leaving the East Coast 

‘wasn’t saying good-bye to 
my friends, it was saying good-bye 
to my doctor. 

It took seven years of living in © 
Baltimore to find what was, for me, 
a perfect doctor. She was bright, effi- 
cient, treated me like an intelligent 
human being, and I always got terrif- 
ic service at her office. 

When my previous employer 
woke up to the 1990s and began 
offering enrollment in a health main- 
tenance organization, I was tempted. 
I know that managed care, eventual- 
ly through a single-payer system, is 
the only way we will be able to con- 
trol this country’s health care crisis. 
Part of me felt it was my patriotic 
duty to switch over. Besides, it was. a 
lot cheaper. 

In the end, though, I couldn’t 
leave Dr. DuBois. Of course, when.I 
did run into some minor health prob- 
lems that required some high-tech 
tests, the co-pay I had to fork over 
hurt. And for a week, when we 
thought I might need a simple ; 
surgery, the threat of $1,000-plus out 
of my pocket scared me more than 
the threat of the hospital. Still, I 
stuck with my traditional health 
plan. 

When I moved out here, howev- 
er, all bets were off, and without hes- 
itation I chose the HMO offered. Not 
having a doctor in San Francisco, I 
chose the group closest to my home 
that has a woman available as a pri- 
mary care physician. 

Then all those horror stories 
about HMOs started coming to life. 
My doctor is great — when I can see 
her. It took me two days and three 
phone calls to finally get an appoint- 
ment, just to find out she only saw 
patients on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

~ The lab she works with is a joke. 
First, they gave me the wrong test, 
then they lost my paperwork. And 
I’m trapped with this medical group 
for a year, until the next open season. 

I know all HMOs don’t have to 
be like that. My partner gets wonder- 
ful service through hers, but I don’t 
have the choice to switch over. 

My problem, which I realize is 
minor in the greater scheme of 
revamping this country’s health care 
system, is exactly the wall that 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s health 
care task force is up against in find- 
ing a solution to our current crisis. 

We all know that changing the 
system is critical to our economic 
well-being, but convincing Ameri- 
cans to give up their freedom of 
choice in the short term for better 
health care for everyone in the long 
term is going to be a tough sell.

Nor cana 
nation increase territory and access to 
resources through acts of naked 
aggression, such as the war we white 
folk waged on the Mexicans in order 
to seize half of their country. Ask any 
Iraqi. ‘ 

People are not opting out, as Ham- 
mond contends. They are fleeing con- 
ditions that the U.S. has complicity in 
creating. Does she have any idea how 
much U.S. economic “aid” that flows 
to developing countries is earmarked 
specifically for weapons? These 
weapons are then trained on the citi- 
zens of the country whose so-called 
security forces received the aid. The 
U.S. has supported the planet’s most 
ruthless dictators in order to maintain 
unrestricted access to cheap labor and 
exploitable resources. That’s why, toa 
large degree, we are able to maintain 
the standard of living we take for 
granted. 

Hammond’s philosophy is so ahis- 
torical it is impossible to refute ade- 
quately in the limited space available 
in the letters column. It seems as 
though significant events and posi- 
tions held by U.S. administrations of 
just the last two decades went unno- 
ticed by Hammond and her cohorts.

The U.S. benefits from the skills 
immigrants bring with them. Often, 
those who are successful in getting 
here are the ones who are most 
resourceful. I am reminded of the ad 
campaign recently launched by the 
United Nations’ High Commissioner 
for Refugees. It read: “A bundle of 
belongings isn’t the only thing a 
refugee brings to his new country. 
Einstein was a refugee.”

Fortunate- 
ly, San Francisco had grown in 
sophistication by the 1880s, and 
young Kalloch was acquitted because 
several witnesses heard six shots and 
the defendant was armed with only a 
five-shgoter.

SF school funds 
hinge on special 
June election 


AN FRANCISCO public 

school officials are gam- 

bling that two-thirds of the 

city’s voters will support 
their bid to continue a quarter-cent 
sales tax next year. Without the tax, 
the school district likely faces mas- 
sive teacher layoffs or salary take- 
backs and increased class size, said 
Jill Wynns, a school board mem- 
ber. 

The school and community col- 
lege districts recently won permis- 
sion from the Board of Supervisors 
to hold a special election June 15. 
They will ask the city’s electorate 
for permission to continue a quar- 
ter-cent sales tax the districts joint- 
ly began collecting in November 
1991. That tax expires June 30. 

The tax yields about $16 million 
annually for the school district and 
$8 million for the community col- 
lege district. 

The districts, however, are 
standing on somewhat shaky legal 
ground in their bid to continue the 
tax. They are holding the election 
under a 1990 state law that imposed 
a temporary half-cent sales tax as a 
budget-balancing measure. The 
legislation included a provision 
allowing school districts and coun- 
ties to pick up the half-cent tax after 
it sunsets as a state tax, which is 
scheduled to happen June 30. In 
Gov. Pete Wilson’s initial budget 
proposal this year, he insisted that 
the temporary state tax be allowed 
to sunset as scheduled. 

It is widely believed, however, 
that Wilson is ready to compromise 
with Democratic legislators to con- 
tinue the half-cent tax as part of a 
package to close the state’s budget 
deficit. This raises legal questions 
about whether San Francisco can 
use the statute to continue its own 
quarter-cent tax, Wynns said. 

“What happens if the state tax is 
extended?” Wynns said. “The 
answer is, we don’t know. All this 
[the election] will happen before 
the state budget is approved. We 
are trying to make sure it won’t be 
invalidated.” 

The school districts had San 
Francisco pollster David Binder 
conduct a poll of 600 likely voters, 
which indicated that 79 percent of 
them would support the school tax, 
Wynns said. 

Without the tax, she added, the 
school district will face fiscal may- 
hem. 

“We are going to extra lengths 
to avoid cuts,” Wynns said. “But as 
a last ditch, we can make [teacher] 
layoffs in August, which would be 
horrible.” 

Wynns said the district would 
probably return to last year’s cut 
list, which contains such unpalat- 
able suggestions as raising high- 
school class size from an average 
of about 35 to 38 students and cut- 
ting the middle- and high-school 
days from six or seven periods to 
five. 

“We’re the only urban district in 
the state that hasn’t put on the table 
salary and benefit cuts,” Wynns 
added. She also noted that previous 


cuts have reduced the student- 
counselor ratio in high schools to 
1,000-to-one. The district has 
ceased paying for school sports and 
elementary-school music over the 
last few years, though the programs 
still exist, thanks to the Candlestick 
Park admission tax and to Measure 
J, the Children’s Amendment.

Fiscal reform 
task force 
fizzles out 


AN FRANCISCO’S fanfare- 

heralded Joint Task Force 

to Resolve the City’s Fiscal 

Crisis has ended with a 
whimper, suspending part of its 
work and inconclusively winding 
up the rest. Supervisor Carole 
Migden, chair and initiator of the 
task force, said it ran aground part- 
ly because Mayor Frank Jordan, 
following the lead of downtown 
business, wants to cut services 
rather than look for ways to raise 
revenue. 

The task force convened in 
November with the announcement 
that it would address underlying 
structural causes of the city’s fiscal 
crisis by placing charter amend- 
ments on the ballot in a special 
April election. But by December, 
City officials realized the timeline 
was impossible to meet, and plans 
forthe special election were 
scrapped. Now it’s questionable 
whether the work of the task force 
will even influence the almost 
inevitable 1994-95 budget crisis. 

Supervisor Carole Migden and 
her aides, who basically ran the 
task force, cannot be faulted for 
lack of energy or ideas. But Migden 
says their efforts were met with 
lethargy and apparent apathy from 
the Mayor’s Office, which was 
supposed to do half the task force’s 
work. 

Ina March 19 letter to task force 
member Lee Korins, chair of the 
Pacific Stock Exchange, Migden 
summarized the body’s modest 
achievements and immobilizing 
problems. The Mayor’s Office, she 
wrote, apparently prefers cutting + 
the budget to raising money to 
retain city services. 

Jordan aide Jim Wunderman 
recently “delivered the message 
that the Mayor is supportive of the 
business community’s approach to 
the deficit — ‘downsizing’ city 
government and considering the 
elimination of some services,” 
Migden wrote. 

She also criticized the intransi- 
gence of Mayor Frank Jordan and 
the city’s employee unions, who 
consistently opted to lose jobs 
rather than accept wage or benefit 
cuts or freezes. 

“J have encouraged the mayor 
and the Employee Relations Divi- 
sion to begin serious and high-pro- 
file talks with the unions aimed at 
negotiating a reduction in salary 
expenses for next year,” Migden 
wrote. “I regret that there is not 
much willingness on the part of the 
Mayor or the unions to go to the 
table.” 
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Approximately 40 women joined Asian Immigrant Women 
Advocates (AIWA) March 19 for a march on Union Square 
stores, in protest of Jessica McClintock Inc., a Bay Area dress- 
design firm whose subcontractor, Lucky Sewing Co., has 
refused to honor approximately $15,000 in bad checks for 
back wages to seamstresses. Supporters in 12 U.S. cities 
staged concurrent demonstrations to appeal to McClintock 
to make good on the lost wages. 


Migden has previously estimat- 
ed that as many as 4,000 of the 
city’s 26,000 workers may lose 
their jobs to the city’s $184 million 
deficit. 

The task of reforming San Fran- 
cisco’s government structure 
proved overwhelming, Migden 
wrote. The subcommittee charged 
with planning organizational : 
restructuring has suspended opera- 
tions. In her letter, Migden summa- 
rized members’ reasoning: “Does it 
matter to reorganize departments if 
San Francisco’s whole system of 
governance is outdated and inap- 
propriate to a well-managed orga- 
nization? Should the roles of the 
Mayor, Board of Supervisors, and 
COA [Chief Administrative Offi- 
cer] change with the times and the 
need for clearer lines of authority 
within city government?” 

Some of these questions may be 
posed for advisory votes on the 
November ballot, Migden said.

Conroy prefers 
Muni poor 
but tasteful 


UPERVISOR AnneMarie 
Conroy has launched a new 
crusade, this time against 
the “Crystal Pepsi” ads 
decorating Muni buses. The ads, 
which Conroy complains are “con- 
travisual,” are expected to bring in 
extra revenue for the cash-strapped 
transit system. 
One week after an emotional 





public hearing that brought out 700 
people to protest Muni fare increas- 
es and service cuts, Conroy found 
fault with the Crystal Pepsi ads — 
in which entire buses are covered 
with giant depictions of Pepsi cans 
and foaming soft drinks. “It’s like 
they shrunk a billboard and put it 
ona bus,” she complained. 

Muni spokesperson Alan Siegel 
said he can’t predict how much 
money the Crystal Pepsi buses will 
bring in, but the income will help 
close Muni’s $5 million operating 
deficit for this year. 

Muni’s advertising is handled 
by Transit Displays Inc., which 
also sells ads — including the 
Crystal Pepsi displays — for AC 
Transit buses in the East Bay. 

“Muni gets 65 percent of [Tran- 
sit Displays’] gross revenue, or an 
annual figure of $1.7 million, 
whichever is higher,” Siegel said. 
He said Crystal Pepsi ads bring in 
about three times as much as con- 
ventional ads on bus panels. 

The tab for the Pepsi ads began 
running March 1. 

“Until we have the March fig- 
ures, and can compare the revenue 
with and without the Pepsi ads, we 
can’t say if it has any bearing on the 
65 percent of gross,” Siegel said. 

So far only three Muni buses 
bear the Crystal Pepsi ads, but other 
companies have expressed interest 
in taking out similar total-bus ads, 
Siegel said. In total, 40 to 50 Muni 
buses, or about 6 percent of the 
fleet, may become vehicular bill- 
boards. 

“Tf we sold more, we might be 
overselling,” he said. “The unique- 
ness of the ad is what makes it valu- 
able.”

That allegation is “absolutely 
not” true, according to a statement 
released by the Navy.

narios [for future use] — residen- 
tial or industrial.” For Hunters 
Point, she said, the EPA has told 
the Navy to “pursue a residential 
scenario in its risk assessment.”

The Navy’s demand for a land- 
use veto is only one of several 
issues blocking agreement on the 
lease, which must be signed by 
May 5 — otherwise the Navy’s 
obligation to lease the land to the 
city expires. “The Navy has been 
putting roadblocks in the way of 
completing the negotiation,” 
Bloom said. “They don’t want to 
be in the leasing business.” 


But in its press release, the 
Navy stated it “remains strongly 
committed to the lease of Hunters 
Point ... to... San Francisco.” 


Rhett said there are two other 
sticking points in the negotiations: 
One is the Navy’s apparent reluc- 
tance to assume permanent, total 
liability in any future lawsuits aris- 
ing from toxic contamination. The 
other involves “our belief that 
under the law it’s their responsibil- 
ity to deal with problems discov- 
ered after the cleanup is officially 
over.” City officials, through U.S. 
Rep. Nancy Pelosi, have appealed 
to the Clinton administration to 
bend the Navy’s position on these 
points. 


Pelosi aide Michael Yaki noted 
that “there are still a lot of career 
military people who may not share 
the Clinton administration’s com- 
mitment to using military 
resources for conversion.” 













Activists press 
for response to, 
clinic violence 


HE DAY BEFORE Dr. David 

Gunn was killed at a 

Florida abortion clinic, 

six San Diego clinics, five 
of which provide abortions, were 
attacked with butyric acid, a toxic 
substance that “smells like vomit, 
won’t go away, and, ironically, is 
harmful to pregnant women and 
fetuses,” said Cynthia Carey-Grant 
of the California Abortion Rights 
Action League (CARAL). 

CARAL is compiling a record 
of criminal abortion-clinic attacks 
as part of a campaign to press for 
stronger response by local and fed- 
eral officials. The group estimates 
that at least 16 clinics on the West 
Coast have been attacked in the 
past year. 

Bay Area activists say the San 
Francisco and Oakland police 
departments are responsive to 
emergency calls. But neither these 
nor other California officials have 
gone beyond preventing immediate 
violence to tracking down suspects 
in attacks.In a recent daytime 
butyric-acid attack on a clinic in 
Chico, Calif., the county prosecu- 
tor failed to press charges, 
although two clinic workers identi- 
fied a suspect from police photos. 


Shauna Heckert, head of the 
Feminist Women’s Health Centers 
(FWHC), which operates the Chico 
clinic, said FWHC itself filed 
charges two weeks ago. Their Red- 
ding facility has burned down three 








third attack listed as arson. One 
local police report was contradict- 
ed by a federal investigation, 
which said the locally listed cause, 
a fan, was “not cause of the fire.” 

“The police lied,” Heckert said. 
“This was a cover-up.” 

Pro-choice activists have 
pushed local communities to enact 
laws against clinic harassment and 
attacks. So far, Davis, San Jose, 
and San Diego have passed so- 
called “bubble laws” requiring zs 
demonstrators to leave eight feet of 
space around patients or clinic 
employees who indicate they are 
feeling harassed.

OU FIND THE wildest stuff hidden on the 

inside pages of the daily papers. Check this 

one out, from the March 22 Chronicle, Page 

A14: Clarification Due to a production 
error, a full page of Saturday’s San Francisco Chron- 
icle did not appear as planned. 

The page included the Matier & Ross Report on 
allegations that Fire Chief Joseph Medina had been 
drinking before he arrived at a Mission District fire 
last week. 

Most of the time, newspapers use the word clarifi- 
cation when they want to fix a mistake but don’t quite 
want to cop to a “correction,” which sounds a lot more 
serious. It’s the journalistic equivalent of a “no con- 
test” plea: Somebody calls to complain about a screw- 
up ina story, the reporter insists every word was accu- 
rate, and the editor figures the easiest way out is to 
pretend it was all just a misunderstanding. 

In this case, there’s a very different point. It goes 
like this: Not scooped Phil Matier and Andy Ross 
didn’t really lose a hot “insider” story to the Examin- 
er last weekend. They knew all about it, honest; they 
even wrote it up. That page just got left out of the 
Paper. 

What we have here is not an angry reader demand- 
ing a retraction, or a nervous libel lawyer dashing off 
memos, or even a sheepish reporter who admits he 
placed the wrong Mr. Jordan in that kinky sex-slave 
ring. We don’t even have a polite note to curious sub- 
scribers explaining why the answers to Friday’s cross- 
word puzzle got left out of the Saturday edition. 

No, to use a crude (and in this case entirely appro- 
priate) male term, this one is just a Dick Thing, a mat- 
ter of macho pride on the part of a few Chronicle 
staffers who can’t face the possibility that somebody 
might have read a story someplace else first. Or that, 
God help us, they might have been scooped by a 
woman (Rachel Gordon, who happened to pick up on 
a story that was already out on KCBS). 

Hey, guys: Get a grip. Nobody cares. 


YOU DON'T SAY 


It’s a very strange time to be a City Hall reporter at the 
Fifth and Mission combine and, for the most part, not 
terribly pleasant. 

The pressure from management to find sexy gossip 
is intense. The mayor is blasting both sides for a 
“dueling insider” mentality that ignores the real issues 
facing the city. Even Herb Caen calls Jordan’s piece 
“excellent” — and in a scoop that must have driven 
the whole Insider gang mad, reveals that it was actual- 
ly written by free-lancer Richard Rapaport. 

And now, in a lawsuit filed March 10, political 
consultant Clint Reilly has charged that Examiner 
reporters were willing to dig up and publish false 
political dirt on him because he offended the newspa- 
per’s management. 

He also claims that the Examiner’s publisher want- 
ed to hire him for several hundred thousand dollars to 
conduct a direct-mail subscription drive, and that one 
of the participants in an Examiner editorial staff meet- 
ing had asked Reilly how the paper could help pro- 
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mote a new downtown stadium. 

It’s horribly embarrassing stuff, the sort of allega- 
tions that make most journalists cringe. But thanks to 
Reilly’s lawsuit and the Examiner’s corporate legal 
policy, none of the people whose reputations are on 
the line are allowed to say a word in their own 
defense. 

And somehow, although Reilly’s explosive legal 
complaint against the Examiner has been a matter of 
public record for almost two weeks, those aggressive, 
competitive, scoop-crazy guys at the Chronicle have 
managed to ignore almost all of the juicy details. 


CITIZEN PEROT 


Let’s go through some of the allegations (excerpts 
from the complaint appear on Page 24), with the 
understanding that these are just charges in a lawsuit. 
Although Reilly claims they’re true, a judge and jury 
may decide otherwise. In the meantime, I find some of 
the claims credible and some of them bogus; I’ll try to 
sort them out along the way. 

Reilly’s brief claims: 

(1) Examiner publisher Will Hearst contacted Reil- 
ly early in February and asked for his ideas about 
increasing circulation, including, possibly, a direct- 
mail campaign. Ultimately, Hearst told Reilly that the 
San Francisco Newspaper Agency, which handles 
business affairs for both the Examiner and the Chroni- 
cle, had agreed to put “several hundred thousand dol- 
lars” into the venture. 

I’ve heard this from other reliable sources, and it 
makes sense — Hearst is desperate to sell more 
papers. But it raises a profoundly disturbing ethical 
issue: Why the hell is the publisher of a local daily 
paper considering a major business deal with one of 
the town’s leading political consultants, a man who 
has his fingers in countless policy issues and isn’t 
above using his connections to put the best spin on his 
clients’ press coverage? 

(2) Reilly, in his role as a top adviser to Mayor Jor- 
dan, met with the Examiner’s editorial staff Feb. 8 to 
discuss how the paper could better promote a down- 
town stadium. No surprise here; the Ex and Chron are 
both big stadium boosters. 

(3) Later that day, Hearst told Reilly that “for busi- 
ness reasons” he wanted to improve City Hall cover- 
age and wanted to turn the Examiner into “the Ross 
Perot of newspapers.” Sure, I’1l bite — even Clint 
couldn’t make that up. 

(4) Hearst also asked Reilly for his private opinion 
of the Examiner’s local reporting, and Reilly respond- 
ed “as honestly as possible.” Translation: Clint blast- 
ed the entire Ex staff, past and present, in the most 
vicious terms he could think of. I’m sure he did — he 
doesn’t tend to respect reporters. Reilly tells me I’ma 
sleazy jerk almost every time we talk; when I phoned 
this week, he just called me a “cheap yellow journal- 
ist,” which is a compliment by his standards. 

(5) Hearst passed on Reilly’s confidential com- 
ments to executive editor Phil Bronstein. They’re 
pretty close; I’m sure he did. 

(6) Bronstein got mad. No shit. 

(7) Bronstein then directed reporter Scott Winokur

Sunshine for San Francisco 


N 1952, MICHAEL Harris, then a reporter 
for the San Francisco Chronicle, wrote a 
series of stories on government secrecy 
that mobilized the public and the Legisla- 
ture to pass the state’s first open-meetings 
law, the Ralph M. Brown Act. 
Harris himself wrote the eloquent preamble 
to the law: 
“Inenacting this chapter, the Legislature finds 
and declares that the public commissions, boards 


The law faces serious challenges at City 
Hall from entrenched department heads, city 
attomeys, and public officials who want to 
continue business as usual. 

The Sunshine Law was conceived as part 
of Project Sunshine, a national, state-by-state 
campaign to reform public-access laws, spon- 
sored by the Society of Professional Journal- 


ists (SPJ), the nation’s largest organization of — 


journalists. The San Francisco law was pre- 
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In the four decades since Harris wrote these 
words, the Brown Act and its progeny — the 
California Public Records Act, the Bagley- 
Keene Open Meetings Act, and others — have 
been seriously eroded. Regressive legislation 
and new levels of bureaucracy only make it 
more difficult for the public to monitor the 
business of its public servants. 

Three years ago, computer searches con- 
ducted for the Bay Guardian uncovered 384 
loopholes in state law that allow government 
officials and agencies to evade California’s 
public-access laws. The number has undoubt- 
edly grown since then, and the situation is no 
better in San Francisco, where the influence of 
Boss Ruef and PG&E still lingers in City Hall. 
(See “Let the Sun Shine In,” Page 16.) 

In San Francisco, the Board of Supervisors 
takes no minutes of its meetings, and complete 
voting records are released only twice a year. 
The mayor and senior city officials continue to 
negotiate multimillion-dollar deals and con- 
tracts behind closed doors. Mayor Jordan’s 
closed-door meetings with the new San Fran- 
cisco Giants owners would have cost taxpay- 
ers $15 million; the deal was withdrawn only 
because of citizen outrage. : 

City policy is still being influenced by 
secret advisory groups like the PG&E-domi- 
nated Mayor’s Fiscal Advisory Committee, 
and city commissions still routinely meet in 
secret sessions. San Franciscans have a hard 
time getting advance notice of public meet- 
ings, and even if they do hear of them, the 
wording of many meeting agendas is so 
obscure that it is almost impossible to learn 
what business will be conducted. 

In sum, it is becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult for citizen advocates or working journal- 
ists to get the information they need to partici- 
pate in city government or monitor its pro- 
ceedings. And it’s because of these kinds of 
obstacles to public participation in govern- 
ment that San Franciscans are lining up 

behind the proposed Sunshine Law now being 
considered by the Board of Supervisors. 


a local ordinance that would fill in many of the 
loopholes left in the Brown and Public 
Records acts and would make San Francisco a 
model for commissions, boards, and councils 
across the state. 

Michael Harris, now writing FOI editorials 
for the Chronicle, has updated his Brown Act 
preamble for the new Sunshine Law at the 
request of SPJ: 

“The meaning of the Ralph M. Brown Act 
is clear, and even those who defy its provi- 
sions seldom dare to challenge its intent. The 
spirit of the law, and the letter as well, require 
that public agencies in California conduct 
public business in the open. 

“But the people of California have learned 
from costly experience that every generation 
of governmental leaders includes officials 
who feel more comfortable conducting public 
business away from the scrutiny of those who 
elect and employ them. New civic issues and 
new governmental procedures also sometimes 
bring new evasions of the public’s fundamen- 
tal rights. Violations of the act occur at all lev- 
els, from local advisory boards to the highest 
reaches of the state hierarchy. 

“No law is self-enforcing. As government 
evolves, so must the laws designed to assure 
that the process remains visible. Continued 
vigilance is essential. 

“It is time for San Francisco to restate in 
concrete terms the plain intent of California’s 
open meetings law: Government’s only duty 
is to serve the public, reaching its decisions in 
full view of that public.” 

The Sunshine Law couldn’t be more time- 
ly. The city is facing a $184 million budget 
deficit and services are being cut, its residents 
watch helplessly as the glories of San Francis- 
co fade into memory. Now more than ever 
before, City Hall needs as much sunlight as 
possible. Citizens and citizen organizations 
need to be fully informed. For starters, get a 
copy of the Sunshine Law, read it, and help 
push it over the hurdles at City Hall. Stay 
alert.

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A good-government legacy

USINESS AS usual at City Hall? Not a 

chance, with the good-government 

measures I recently introduced. Even 

a cursory glance at this legislation 
makes it clear that there would be fundamental 
change in the way the city does business, the 
way itis governed, and the way it treats its citi- 
zens — the ones who foot the bill. 

San Francisco has a unique opportunity to 
reform how it conducts its business and selects 
its leaders. Recently I introduced a series of 
measures that I call the “Good Government” 
package, which, if enacted, would make gov- 
emment more accessible to people and give 
them a greater voice in the issues that affect 
them most. But there are opponents to this leg- 
islation who, I believe, are afraid of it because it 
does not further their political ambitions. 

So what are these people afraid of? Well, 
let’s take a look at what on earth has got them in 
a frenzy. 

SUPERVISORIAL SUCCESSION Currently if there is a 
vacancy in the Board of Supervisors, the 
mayor can appoint someone to finish the term 
of office. The legislation I propose would 
require that that person stand for reelection no 
earlier than 160 days after they are appointed 
— thus giving you, the voter, a chance to 
either ratify or disapprove the mayor’s choice. 

MAYORAL The law currently allows 
the Board of Supervisors to pick one of its 
own members to be mayor to serve for the 
unexpired term if there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor. The president of the Board of 
Supervisors serves as acting mayor until the 
board meets. I propose that the voters be 
given the opportunity to decide who is to be 
mayor. 

30-DAY MOTION Measures would be available 
for public review for at least 30 days before 
action is taken by the full Board of Super- 
visors. Currently there exists a woefully 
inadequate seven days for review. 

SPECIAL MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS The 
Board of Supervisors would be able to 
schedule special meetings in locations other 
than City Hall. Under current law they are 
restricted to meeting at City Hall. 

FILING OF CAMPAIGN STATEMENTS This would 
Tequire candidates and political committees to 


file copies of their campaign statements on 
computer diskette. 

SAN FRANCISCO SUNSHINE LAW Among other items 
the law would include: 

© Open meeting/agenda rules would apply 
to permanent subquorum committees of the 
Board of Supervisors and advisory bodies cre- 
ated by the mayor. 

© Would define meetings subject to the rules 
as including serial meetings or the use of go- 
betweens or technology to arrive at a delibera- 
tive consensus on an item of business. 

© Would require bodies to meet within the 
city, thus outlawing distant “retreats.” 

© Would require “meaningful” agendas, suf- 
ficient to alert a reader of “average intelligence 
and education whose interests are affected.” 

© Would prohibit action on off-agenda items 
unless there is a two-thirds vote finding that the 
need for action was unknown at the time of 
posting and that postponement to a later meet- 
ing would “threaten serious injury to the public 
interest.” 

I want my legacy to San Francisco to be a 
stronger citizenry and more responsive govern- 
ment. I am proud that this legislation would 
especially benefit the disadvantaged and com- 
munities of color. Armed with knowledge 
acquired through the “Good:Government” 
package, those citizens will be better equipped 
to determine a course of action that is in their 
best interests. Communities of color would be 
better able to plot a course of self-determina- 
tion. People of color and the lesbian/gay/bisex- 
ual community know who is best qualified to 
serve them and what steps to take to help them- 
selves — not me, not the mayor, and not the 
Board of Supervisors. This legislation does just 
that. 

Let me and my colleagues here on the Board 
of Supervisors know what you think about 
making government more accessible to the 
people. 

Some of my colleagues have suggested that 
the current way of doing things is acceptable 
because, in their view, “if it ain’t broke, don’t 
fix it.” Well, it is broke, and it must be fixed. 
This is a matter of justice. Will citizens have a 
say in who governs them and in the matters that 
affect them most? 

In the spirit of citizen participation, I invite 
you to let all of us here at the Board of Supervi- 
sors know of your concern. @

Law, a blueprint 
for greater access 
to local 
government

ACK IN 1906, secrecy ruled 
in San Francisco City Hall. 
Boss Abraham Ruef didn’t 
hold public office himself, 
but he held the reins of 
power in an iron grip 
through a policy of pay- 
offs, patronage, and closed-door 
politics. 

Ruef ensured that his hand- 
picked candidate was elected mayor 
that year — musicians’ union presi- 
dent Eugene Schmitz — and that 
enough cronies sat on the Board of 
Supervisors to pass whatever legis- 
lation he wanted. When the newly 
formed Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
wanted a rate increase, it made sure 
to retain Ruef as legal counsel. 

Now, almost a century later, 
secrecy remains a key tool for keep- 
ing public business out of the hands 
of the public. San Francisco officials 
still hold public meetings behind 
closed doors and negotiate multimil- 
lion-dollar contracts without citizen 
input. City agencies still refuse to 
release public documents, the Board 
of Supervisors won’t keep minutes 
of its meetings, and many boards 
and commissions send out agendas 
worded so vaguely that it’s nearly 
impossible to tell what business will 
be conducted. 

But a proposed new Sunshine 
Law endorsed by a coalition of 
supervisors and citizen advocates 
would make a fundamental change 
in city policy — a change that 
Supervisor Roberta Achtenberg says 
would “throw open the doors of the 
city of San Francisco” to public 
scrutiny. 

. First Amendment lawyer Terry 
Francke crafted the ordinance at the 
request of the Northern California 
chapter of the Society of Profession-

al Journalists (SPJ). Francke, now 
executive director of the California 
First Amendment Coalition, based 
the law on the 10 years he spent 
answering questions from journalists 
and the public on freedom-of-infor- 
mation hot lines operated by the Cal- 
ifornia Newspaper Publishers Asso- 
ciation and First Amendment Coali- 
tion. 

“I had direct experience on where 
the problems tended to be in the area 
of public access, because I heard 
about them every day,” Francke 
said. 

The law complements and 
extends California’s open-meetings 
law, the Ralph M. Brown Act, and 
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the Public Records Act. 

“It fills in many of the loopholes 
that still exist in state laws,” Francke 
said, “and it goes beyond the Public 
Records Act in declaring a wide range 
of government records to be public 
information. It doesn’t make public 
what state law says is private, but it 
takes away a lot of the gray areas.” 

The Sunshine Law, for example, 
would set guidelines that require 
clearer descriptions of items on 
agendas for city meetings and man- 
date complete disclosure of actions 
taken in closed sessions. Several 
boards and commissions that now 
meet in private would be instructed 
to open their doors to the public. 







ce 
LEVEL WITH THE PUBLIC 
Supervisor Achtenberg introduced 
the ordinancé to the Board of Super- 
visors on Feb. 1 as part of a six-point 
“good government” legislative 
package. The proposed law was 
immediately endorsed by four other 
supervisors — Angela Alioto, Kevin 
Shelley, Sue Bierman, and Terence 
Hallinan — giving it a fighting 
chance of winning approval from 
the 11-member board. 

“If approved, the 1993 Good 
Government Act will restore some 
level of confidence to voters and 
show California and our country that 
San Francisco does all of its busi- 
ness in the public eye,” Achtenberg 


said when she introduced the legis- 
lation. 

“It’s a great law; I’m all for it,” 
board president Alioto told the Bay 
Guardian. “I’m always out talking to 
people in the community, and they 
really do want to be involved in their 
government. I’m all for giving the 
public as much information as they 
can get.” 

Alioto has assigned the Sunshine 
Law to the board’s Rules Commit- 
tee, which she chairs. The legisla- 
tion is scheduled for a public hearing 
on Tuesday, April 6, 10 a.m., in 
Room 228, City Hall. 

“If you really want the public to 
get involved in local government, 
you’ ve got to give them the means to 
do it,” neighborhood activist Sue 
Hestor told supervisors at a Rules 
Committee hearing in early March. 

“Right now there’s a lot of slop- 
piness on the part of commissioners 
in sending out agendas and meeting 
notices,” Hestor said. “It’s up to the 
Board [of Supervisors] to set a tone 
for city department heads and com- 
missioners that citizens can get 
access.” 

Terry Francke of the First 
Amendment Coalition and Bruce 
Brugmann, FOI chair of the North- 
em California chapter of SPJ, have 
met several times with the City 
Attomey’s Office to hammer out 
details of the new law. Achtenberg 
aide Joe van Es-Ballesteros said a 
final draft will be available before 
the April 6 hearing. 


SETTING PRECEDENT 
Introducing the Sunshine Law in 
San Francisco, Francke said, is part 
of a broader strategy. The law would 
not only open up local politics but 
also serve as a freedom-of-informa- 
tion “model for the state.” 

“We'd like to be able to show 
other cities and counties that people 
can become much more informed 
about meetings and other local 
issues with a law that is simple and 
direct,” Francke said. “This ordi- 
nance doesn’t cost a city any money; 
it simply sets a new standard for 
conducting business more in the 
open.” 

Here are some examples of how 
the law would change city policy. 


OPEN MEETINGS 
The problem: The Mayor’s Fiscal 
Advisory Committee, a hybrid panel 
of government officials and down- 
town CEOs, has secretly pushed 
Tegressive solutions to San Francis- 
co’s budget woes since it was creat- 
ed by the late Mayor George 
Moscone. 

MFAC’s very name suggests its 
influence on city policy — Chief 
Administrative Officer Rudy 





Nothenberg and other city officials 
sit on its executive board — but the 
public is not welcome to MFAC’s 
deliberations. The committee’s 
meeting agendas and minutes are 
kept confidential. 

MFAC is heavily dominated by 
officers of Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. In fact, PG&E vice president 
Jack Jenkins-Stark and chief 
economist Tapan Munroe stood 
tight behind Mayor Frank Jordan at 
the press conference where he 
announced the release of MFAC’s 
annual report last year. 

Through MFAC, downtown 
businesses like PG&E pressure the 
mayor to reject progressive revenue 
plans and instead call for severe cuts 
in city services to ease their tax bur- 
den. Ordinary residents aren’t 
allowed at the meetings and can’t 
easily find out what took place; 
tecords and documents are not made 
public. 

The solution: The Sunshine Law 
would apply Brown Act open-meet- 
ings and agenda requirements to all 
advisory bodies, like MFAC, that 
are created by public officials and 
include public officials in their 
membership. MFAC clearly falls 
into that category: Mayor Moscone 
created the committee and appoint- 
ed its first members in the mid- 
1970s. Mayor Jordan’s name is 
prominently displayed on current 
MFAC stationery, and the group’s 
statement of purpose ends with “The 
committee shall continue to serve at 
the pleasure of the Mayor.” 


INFORMATIVE AGENDAS 
The problem: Some of San Fran- 
cisco’s public boards and commis- 
sions send out agendas written ina 
bureaucratic shorthand that most 
people find impossible to decipher. 
Take the case of the city’s 
Assessment Appeals Board. A resi- 
dent wanting to know what down- 
town properties are asking to have 


their tax valuations lowered won’t 
get much help from a meeting agen- 
da. Take a look at the entries for the 
board’s next regular meeting, to be 
held March 31:

No addresses are listed, it’s not 
clear if the names accompanying the 
petitions are the property owners or 
their agents, and there’s no indica- 
tion how much city tax revenue is at 
stake if the board grants the appeals. 
Millions of tax dollars hang in the 
balance, and every dollar won on 
appeal is a dollar less for the city. 

The problem: The city Planning 
Commission listed a public hearing 
in its March 18 agenda as a “discre- 
tionary review workshop,” but 
failed to mention that a proposal to 
increase the fee for filing a discre- 
tionary review, from $87 to $400, 
would be discussed. The proposal is 
in line with the commission’s recent 
attempts to do away with its screen- 
ing process. 

Edith McMillan, a Planning 
Commission watchdog who knew 
beforehand that the increase was 
planned, was shocked to see the 
misleading agenda. Raising the fee 
“would eliminate many people from 
filing, let alone being heard,” 
McMillan said. “It would still the 
voice of the people.”

Deputy City Attorney Randy Riddle, in a lengthy letter accompanying 
the 45-page draft, said the Sunshine Law “will impose unprecedented 
and significant new burdens on city boards, commissions and 
departments.” City Attorney Louise Renne is recommending numerous 
changes to the ordinance, which could maintain the secrecy of certain 
attorney-client communications, limit the types of documents that would 
be public, and narrow the definitions of policy bodies and public 


meetings. 


Public support will play an important role in the Sunshine Law‘s 
survival. Mayor Jordan endorsed the principles of the law in a pre- 
election interview with the Bay Guardian, but city department heads and 
other officials have yet to comment on it.

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Inflated costs threaten 
open-meetings reform — again

OW MUCH DOES it cost to 

photocopy a sheet of 

paper and stick it ona 

bulletin board with a 
thumbtack? Ten cents, maybe? A 
quarter? Try a whopping $387 in the 
East Bay city of Concord, where 
officials say it cost them nearly 
$70,000 last year to post meeting 
agendas for the City Council and 
other local committees — a total of 
181 meetings, for an average of 
$387 per session. 

And it’s even worse in Sunny- 
vale, where city officials say it cost 
them $672 to put out a single meet- 
ing agenda. 

Concord and Sunnyvale recently 
submitted their sky-high claims to 
the state Controller’s Office in 
Sacramento under a law that allows 
cities to be reimbursed for the costs 
of complying with state mandates. 
In this case, it’s the state open-meet- 
ings law, the Ralph M. Brown Act, 
which requires that every local “leg- 
islative body” inform the public of 
its meetings by posting an agenda at 
least 72 hours in advance. 

Good-government watchdogs 
say some cities are taking advantage 
of the law to balance their budgets, 
but Concord’s finance director, Ron 
Howard, says they have a responsi- 
bility to their citizens to grab every 
dollar available. 

“Otherwise,” Howard told the 
Bay Guardian, “the local taxpayers 
are out more money.” 

In the meantime, agenda reim- 
bursement claims totaling $4 million 
statewide for the 1991-92 fiscal _ 
year — including more than 
$211,000 for the city of Oakland and 
an estimated $100,000 for San Fran- 
cisco — are threatening bills that 
would give the public more informa- 
tion and greater access to govern- 
ment. The bills, sponsored jointly by 





Sen. Quentin Kopp (I-SF) and 
Assemblymember John Burton (D- 
SF), are almost identical to measures 
Kopp and Burton sponsored last 
year that were approved by the Leg- 
islature, only to be vetoed by Gov. 
Pete Wilson. 


Wilson said the 1992 bills were 
too costly; he was talking about the 
cost of agenda reimbursement 
claims. 

If the inflated agenda costs aren’t 
thrown out, “it’s going to kill the 
Brown Act,” warned Terry Francke, 
executive director of the California 
First Amendment Coalition. 

Kopp said “bogus” agenda 
claims “are being used by the Secre- 
cy Lobby to hammer away” at 
Brown Act reform.

S TATE LAW allows local governments to claim reimbursement for the cost 


da for all public meetings. Although lawmakers assumed that would 

entail little more than photocopying a few pages and posting them on a bul- 
letin board with a thumbtack, a few cities have used the law as an excuse to 
bill the state for tens of thousands of dollars of office expenses — $4 million 
statewide for the 1991-92 fiscal year alone.

ducting their business behind closed 
doors,” Kopp said. The Kopp and 
Burton bills (SB 36 and AB 1426) 
would limit secret sessions of leg- 
islative bodies and demand that 
meeting agendas be timely and 
informative. The bills are the most 
sweeping reform of open-meetings 
law since the Brown Act was passed 
40 years ago. Many of its provisions 
are similar to a local Sunshine Law 
now being considered by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors (see 
“Let the Sun Shine In, Page 17). 

Kopp said he sees “no rhyme or 
reason” in the agenda-cost claims 
submitted by local governments and 
has asked the state Controller’s 
Office to conduct a “scrupulous 
examination of these claims.” 

The city of Oakland, for exam- 
ple, is asking the state for more than 
$211,000 to covercosts of posting 
agendas for the previous fiscal year; 
at about $254 per meeting. 

In San Francisco, the principal 
fiscal and legislative analyst in the 
city Controller’s Office, Arnie Sow- 
ell, told the Bay Guardian that agen- 
da costs for the previous fiscal year 
will probably total $100,000. 

Sowell said the city is more than 
three months late in filing its final 
claim for the 1991-92 fiscal year, 
but will do so by the final deadline 
in mid-May. He was unable to pro- 
vide a per-meeting cost breakdown 
for city boards and commissions but 
said, “I feel pretty certain that our 
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claim will be in line, after talking to 
some of the folks in Sacramento ... 
and seeing what some of the other 
claims have been like.” 


COSTS VARY 


Elsewhere in the Bay Area, per- 
meeting costs for posting agendas 
varied widely, according to figures 
supplied by the state Controller’s 
Office. The city of San Carlos 
reported that its agenda costs aver- 
aged $31 per meeting in the last fis- 
cal year, less than one-tenth the cost 
reported in Concord. 

Per-meeting agenda costs aver- 
aged $114 in Berkeley, $73 in 
Sausalito, and $172 in Livermore. 

“We need to make the case pub- 
licly that there are an awful lot of 
questionable claims,” Kopp said. 
“The accounting is faulty and in 
some cases even contrived.” 

Ed Fong, spokesperson for State 
Controller Gray Davis, acknowl- 
edged that “a pretty wide disparity” 
exists among the agenda costs 
claimed by cities. Fong said the 
Controller’s Office is withholding 
all 1991-92 payments for agenda 
costs while it audits the claims and 
tries to establish criteria “for deter- 
mining what is an eligible reim- 
bursement cost and what is not.” 

Francke of the First Amendment 
Coalition said he plans to offer a for- 
mula for computing the “actual” 
cost of preparing an agenda — down 
to the average per-line cost of typ- 
ing, the per-minute cost of photo- 
copying, and the cost of a single 
piece of paper and a thumbtack. 

Local governments and school 
boards “were no doubt posting these 
agendas before the law told them 
to,” Francke said, “so why are they 
claiming now that these costs are 
some kind of extra burden?” 

“The claims submitted by some 
of these cities can’t be justified,” he 
concluded. “Cities are paying the 
salaries of their city managers, their 
secretaries, and whatever else they 
can claim on the back of agenda- 
reimbursement costs.” 

In Concord, finance director Ron 
Howard confirmed that the city 
hopes to get reimbursed for a portion 
of the city manager’s salary from the 
agenda costs. 

“It’s not just a matter of printing 
an agenda and tacking it onto a bul- 
letin board,” he said. “The city man- 
ager has to review the agenda,” 
which can run 10 or 12 pages. “If 
you document all the costs, all the 
time, all the people involved, you’re 
doing a good thing for your citi- 
zens.” 

Concord prep@red its agenda- 
costs claim with the help of a Sacra- 
mento consulting firm, David E. 
Griffiths and Associates, which 
advised more than 100 cities last 
year on reimbursement claims. 
Allen Burdick, a vice president in 
the firm, last year told the Bay 
Guardian that filing for reimburse- 
ment claims was similar to claiming 
income tax deductions, “in that 

sometimes you’re not sure whether 
you can claim something or not. 

“What we tell our clients is that if 
they’re not sure of something, they 
should claim it and let the state come 
in and review it later.” @

secret, multimillion-dollar contracts 
for electric service with Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co. 

The Bay Guardian learned of the 
secret negotiations as the final con- 
tracts were being drawn up in late 
1987. The 27 1/2-year agreements 
were extremely favorable to PG&E; 
the city risked losing hundreds of 
millions of dollars on the deal. 

On Dec. 17, 1987, members of 
the city Public Utilities Commission 
met in the basement of City Hall — 
after failing to give even 24 hours’ 
notice — in an attempt to rush the 
approval of the $4.1 billion con- 
tracts. 

Less than a day before, City Hall 
watchdog Walter O’Donnell called 
the Bay Guardian to report that 
notice of the meeting had just been 
posted on the PUC office door. 
When Bay Guardian editor and pub- 
lisher Bruce Brugmann appeared at 
the meeting and protested that it 
violated the Brown Act, PUC mem- 
bers were forced to adjourn and 
reconvene the meeting four days 
later, so the press and the public 
could be properly notified. (See 
“PG&E’s Cannonball Express,” 
12/23/87.) 

The PUC had released copies of 
the lengthy contracts only 30 min- 
utes before the Dec. 17 meeting was 
to begin. If the meeting hadn’t been 
postponed, it would have been 
impossible for the public to exam- 
ine the contracts. 

The contracts eventually were 
approved, in 1988, and since then, 
because of contract provisions 
negotiated in secret, the contracts 
have cost the city at least $18 mil- 
lion in excess charges. 

The solution: The Sunshine 
Law, in combination with Califor- 
nia’s Brown Act, would establish 
clear rules for meeting notices. The 
law would insist that regular meet- 
ings of advisory bodies follow a 
predetermined schedule, with each 
meeting at the same time and place. 
Agendas would have to be made 
available 72 hours before the meet- 
ing, and special meetings would 
require at least 24 hours’ notice. 


OTHER FEATURES 

The Sunshine Law would establish 
several new policies for the city. 
Among them: 

e A file would be established at 
City Hall for public review of all 
memos or correspondence sent to or 
received by public boards and com- 
missions. 

e A master index would be 
authorized, informing citizens of all 
types of records maintained by city 
agencies, boards, and commissions. 

@ Public bodies would not be 
allowed to conduct city business 
outside city limits. 

© City departments would be 
required to appoint a person to pro- 
vide timely release of non-confiden- 
tial facts and information on city 
policies and procedures. 

¢ Boards and commissions 
would be required to disclose final 
actions taken in closed-door meet- 
ings, including reasons for the firing 
of any city employee for serious

TRONG LAWS alone cannot 

guarantee that public busi- 

ness will be conducted in 

public. It also requires the 
vigilant efforts of people and institu- 
tions willing to monitor government 
Officials and agencies — pushing 
them when necessary, applauding 
them when appropriate, and exposing 
their abuses whenever possible. 

The Northern California Chapter 
of the Society of Professional Journal- 
ists annually honors those people and 
institutions that have made substantial 
contributions to freedom of informa- 
tion. This year the chapter will honor 
13 individuals and one journalism 
organization in nine categories at the 
chapter’s eighth annual awards dinner 
on Thursday, March 25, at the Fort 
Mason Officers Club. 

This year’s James Madison Free- 
dom of Information Award winners 
are: 


SAN JOSE MERCURY NEWS 
(Organization Award) 


The Mercury News doesn’t take “no” 
for an answer. Under Executive Edi- 
tor Bob Ingle, the Mercury News has 
gone to court 45 times in the past five 
years — an average of once every six 
weeks — to fight government agen- 
cies over access to public meetings 
and public records. 

One such legal battle, to keep Fre- 
mont City Council meetings open, 
lasted two years and cost the city 
$450,000 in legal fees. “It should not 
have cost Fremont’s taxpayers 
$450,000 in legal fees to protect a pat- 
tern of illegal conduct,” Ingle wrote in 
a March 2, 1992, column. 

Editor & Publisher magazine, ina 
Dec. 26, 1992, editorial, said the Mer- 
cury News “has been truly acting the 
part of the defender of the people’s 
right to know” by suing government 
agencies for violations of California’s 
open-meetings law and the Public 
Records Act. 


JAMES WHEATON 

(Legal Counsel Award) 

Oakland lawyer James Wheaton has 
successfully argued First Amendment 


SUPERVISORS 
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cases in state and federal courts on 
behalf of media organizations, public- 
interest groups, and private citizens. 
He has fought for greater access to 
public records and public meetings, 
defended media organizations in libel 
suits, and advanced numerous Free- 
dom of Information efforts. 

In 1992 he litigated several cases 
under the Public Records Act on 
behalf of the Oakland Tribune that 
Tesulted in court orders for the release 
of revealing records from two East 
Bay water districts during the 
drought, as well as audio tapes of 
Oakland Fire Department transmis- 
sions before and during the Oakland 
firestorm that contradicted official 
accounts. 

In February 1993 Wheaton won 
the state’s first anti-SLAPP lawsuit. It 
resulted in the dismissal of a libel 
action — a Strategic Lawsuit Against 
Public Participation — brought 
against a small magazine in Alameda 
County. Wheaton currently is codi- 
rector of the nonprofit First Amend- 
ment Project, where he oversees its 
Open Government Project. 


SUE HESTOR 

(Gtizen Award) 

Sue Hestor emerged as a champion of 

slow-growth control in San Francisco 

in the early 1970s, and her communi- 

ty activism continues unabated today. 
Hestor works as an environmental 

lawyer in San Francisco, but much of

her time is spent in pro bono advoca- 
cy efforts to involve private citizens in 
public affairs. She has fought for dis- 
trict elections and represented com- 
munity interests in numerous land-use 
issues. 

Through it all, Hestor has fought 
for greater access to local governmen- 
tal agencies — particularly the lesser- 
known boards and commissions that 
so often escape scrutiny from major 
news media outlets. She recently 
fought off an attempt by the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors to limit 
public testimony before the board and 
its committees. She also helped defeat 
legislation that would have dramati- 
cally increased fees for copying and 
mailing board and committee agen- 
das. 


CLAY HASWELL, MICHAEL HYTHA, 
and DONNA WASICZKO, CONTRA 


COSTA TIMES 

(Working Journalists Award) 

The Contra Costa Times has waged 
repeated Freedom of Information 
fights against reluctant bureaucrats in 
Contra Costa County, forcing the 
paper into court to fight for the release 
of public records and to defend its 
reporters against subpoenas filed by 
the local district attorney. 

By late 1992, editor Clay Haswell 
and his staff had disclosed that county 
Officials had misspent $1.25 million 
in excess insurance payments and 
paid more than $730,000 to settle a 
whistleblower’s lawsuit — with more 
than two-thirds of the money going to 
pay the county’s legal defense. 

By February 1993, the Times 
reported, the county had secretly 
spent more than $3.1 million in tax- 
payers’ money to settle lawsuits. 
Details of the settlements were 
released only after the newspaper 
obtained a court order demanding the 
release of settlement documents. 


JOHN WAGNER, MARTHA 
BROCKENBROUGH, and MIKE LARIS, 
STANFORD DAILY 


(College Student Press Award) 

The Stanford Daily in 1992 exposed 
extravagant and questionable busi- 
ness practices at the Stanford Univer- 
sity Bookstore by the tax exempt non- 
profit corporation that operated it. 

Ina series of articles, the paper 
brought to light a wealth of perks 
enjoyed by the bookstore’s top two 
managers. The stories called attention 
to freewheeling spending for a fleet of 
luxury cars and a vacation retreat in 
the Gold Country financed in part 
through a transfer of funds to a con- 
sulting firm owned by the managers. 

The Daily’s initial story prompted 
an investigation by the California 
attomey general of possible violations 
of the law by the bookstore’s manage- 
ment. 


GEORGE RUSSELL 

(Cartoonist Award) 

The extent to which some public offi- 
cials go to circumvent open-meetings 
law is sometimes comic. And one of 
the best ways to expose this folly is 
with a cartoon, as evidenced by the 
work of Bay Area cartoonist George 
Russell. 

Russell satirized illegal meetings 
of the Marin County Board of Super- 
visors with a cartoon in the Marin 
Independent Journal showing the 
local supervisors meeting secretly ina 
restaurant with bags over their heads 
to hide their identity. 

Russell’s cartoon and other media 
coverage prompted the county to stop 
the secret restaurant meetings, prohib- 


to pay restaurant bills out of their own 
pockets. 





MARILYN HALL PATEL 
(Federal Judge 


Judge Marilyn Hall Patel of the U.S. 
District Court for Northem California 
has emerged as a formidable foe of 
those wishing to close federal docu- 
ments to public scrutiny. 

In September 1992 she took on the 
CIA when, in a case involving Bil- 
lionaire Boys Club leader Joe Hunt, 
Patel denied a claim by the CIA that it 
would be a breach of national security 
to even acknowledge the existence of 
certain documents. Hunt’s lawyer, 
James Wheaton (winner of the FOI 
award for legal counsel, above) said 
Patel’s ruling marked the first time a 
federal judge challenged a national 
security claim by the CIA, even 
though it was later overtumed by the” 
9th Circuit U.S. Court of Appeals. 

Patel also dismissed national 
security claims by the FBI when, in 
aseries of 1992 decisions on behalf 
of San Francisco Examiner reporter 
Seth Rosenfeld, she forced that 
agency to disclose documents relat- 
ed to its surveillance of free-speech 
activists in Berkeley. 


QUENTIN KOPP and JOHN BURTON 
(Government Officials Award) 

State Sen. Quentin Kopp and Assem- 
blymember John Burton were respon- 
sible in 1992 for introducing the most 
sweeping reforms of California’s 
open-meetings law (the Ralph M. 
Brown Act) in 40 years. Their identi- 
cal bills were approved by both hous- 
es of the California Legislature, only 
to be vetoed by Gov. Pete Wilson in 
October. Kopp responded by reintro- 
ducing his Brown Act reform bill in 
January 1993. It is pending before the 
Senate. 

The Kopp-Burton bills would 
have expanded the types of bodies 
subject to the open-meetings law, pro- 
hibited “retreats,” prohibited meet- 
ings in places inaccessible to disabled 
petsons, required minutes to be kept 
of closed meetings, require better 
public notice of closed sessions, and 
restrict the circumstances under 
which bodies could meet behind 
closed doors. 


ROBERTA ACHTENBERG 
(Special Sunshine Citation) 
San Francisco Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg has introduced a sweep- 
ing public-access ordinance that, if 
approved by the Board of Supervi- 
sors, would be the most comprehen- 
sive open-meetings and public 
records law of any cityinthenation. 
The ordinance would close gaps in 
California’s open-meetings and pub- 
lic-records laws, opening secretive 
commissions to public view and 
demanding timely meeting agendas 
written in piain language.

to “attempt to create a fictitious, 
highly critical story for publica- 
tion in the Examiner that would 

portray Mr. Reilly ina false and 
negative manner.” Well, maybe. 


LIGHTEN UP, CLINT 

Bronstein clearly doesn’t know 
Clint Reilly well, or he would have 
just picked up the phone and given 
some rotten abuse back. (“Shut up, 
Clint, you dumb fuck — you got 
$80 million from the car insurance 
industry and you still couldn’t beat 
Ralph Nader. And what did Frank 
Jordan get for his $5,000 a month, 
anyway? Good press? Get a life, pal; 
weren’t you supposed to retire a 
year ago?”) Reilly respects a person 
who can both take it and dish it out. 

Instead, Reilly’s complaint 
alleges, Bronstein decided to get 
even, using the power of the 
Examiner to smear publicly some- 
one who insulted him and his staff 
in private. These things have cer- 
tainly happened before at a news- 
paper; I’ve heard plenty of self- 
important journalists vow to “get 
that bastard for this,” and a few 
have been dumb enough to go 
through with it. 

But personal revenge is usually 
a lousy motive for muckraking, 
and if Bronstein actually went for 
it, I’d like to think his seasoned, 
experienced (and unionized) 
investigative reporters would 
decline to get involved. 

Reilly’s claim that Scott 
Winokur signed on to Bronstein’s 
vendetta is a serious professional 
insult. If | were Winokur, I’d be 
livid — especially since the Exam- 
iner’s policy forbids him from 
talking about it. When I called, he 
reluctantly referred me to compa- 
ny flack Cindy Meyers, who was 
out of the office all day. 


On the other hand, there’s little 
dispute that Winokur started call- 
ing around to Reilly’s clients and 
associates. Maybe Bronstein 
didn’t tell his reporter why he 
wanted a story on Reilly; that hap- 
pens too. And I’ve heard from my 
stable of normally reliable sources 
that Winokur had some interest- 
ing, newsworthy material to 
report. Howevet.... 

(8) When he learned that an 
Examiner reporter was preparing a

critical piece, Reilly called Hearst. 
Hearst called the timing of the 
story “most unfortunate” and 
agreed to pull it, pending a meet- 
ing with Reilly and Bronstein. 
Certainly fits the pattern. 

(9) At the meeting on Feb. 26, 
Reilly began to complain bitterly 
about past Examiner news cover- 
age, mentioning in particular “a 
reporter no longer with the Exam- 
iner.” Let’s face it: Clint does that. 

In this case, the reporter in 
question was John Jacobs (who 
admits as much in a Sacramento 


The life of Reilly 


E FOLLOWING excerpts are taken 
| directly from Reilly’s complaint, 
filed March 10 in San Francisco 
Superior Court. If this brief taste of 
the action isn’t enough, you can 
read the entire document — it’s all 
public record, available in the Court 
Clerk’s Office at City Hall. 

“During the week of February 1, 
1993, Mr. Reilly was invited by an 
assistant to defendant Hearst, on 
behalf of defendant Hearst, to meet 
with Mr. Hearst and his assistants to 
discuss ideas for improving the 
Examiner's circulation, as well as Mr. 


Hearst's interest in retaining Mr. Reil- 


ly to develop a new direct-mail mar- 
keting campaign. 

“On Feb. 9, 1993 ... Mr. Hearst 
told Mr. Reilly in substance that for 
business reasons he had decided to 


have the Examiner intensify its cover- 


age of San Francisco city govern- 


ment, and that he wanted the Exam- 


iner to become ‘the Ross Perot of 


‘newspapers.’ Mr. Hearst asked Mr. 


Reilly for his opinions on the Examin- 


er’s coverage of various civic issues in 


San Francisco, assuring him that his 
opinons would be kept confidential. 


Mr. Reilly responded as honestly as — 


possible. 

“Hearst relayed the comments Mr. 
Reilly had made in private about the 
Examiner to defendant Bronstein. 
Bronstein took offense, and in retalia- 
tion directed one of his reporters, 
Scott Winokur, to attempt to create a 
fictitious, highly critical story for publi- 
cation in the Examiner that would 
portray Mr. Reilly in a false and nega- 
tive manner. Mr. Winokur, at defen- 
dant Bronstein’s direction, contacted 
a number of friends and business 
acquaintances of Mr. Reilly, and 
asked them to confirm or comment 
upon a number of false statements 
which he presented as fact, e.g., that 
Mr. Reilly had stolen money from his 
clients.... Mr. Reilly learned of these 
contacts [and] immediately attempt- 
ed to call Mr. Hearst.... Mr. Hearst 
commented that the timing of the 
story was ‘most unfortunate,’ given 
his desire to retain Mr. Reilly as a mar- 
keting consultant, and stated that 
only the previous day he had decided 
that several hundred thousand dollars 
in the San Francisco Newspaper 
baad budget could be allocated to 
pay Mr. Reilly for this effort. Mr. 
Hearst then stated in substance that

Bee piece March 16). Jacobs got in 
a tiff with Reilly back in 1987 over 
arelatively minor news item, and 
the hot-tempered Reilly launched 
into his standard verbal assault. 
Jacobs walked away, which of 
course made Reilly even angrier. 

(10) Somewhere along the line 
in the Feb. 26 meeting, Bronstein 
began to get agitated, jumped out 
of his chair, and confronted Reilly. 
Reilly got out of his chair too. 
According to Reilly’s statement, 
Bronstein attacked him, moved 
away briefly, then attacked again.

Women’s war stories 


A group of Bay Area psychologists is trying to help Bosnian refugees

WENTY-FIVE KILOMETERS 

from Zagreb in northeast- 

ern Croatia is the medieval 

town of Samobor. Ona 
plot of untilled farmland outside the 
town stands a plywood shelter for 
300 Bosnian refugees. Flimsy 
planks and sawdust on the ground 
link about 20 rooms. Each room 
houses 10 to 14 people stacked in 
bunk beds, two to a bed. 

The floor of every room is metic- 
ulously swept; the cups on the 
shelves above the sink are carefully 
placed in two rows. 

The Croatian state has decided to 
stop funding Samobor, scattering 
these families throughout Croatia. 
Whatever self-sufficiency the fami- 
lies of Samobor have begun to build 
by sending their children to a nearby 
school and planting a small veg- 
etable garden will be razed along 
with the plywood walls. 

The sudden dissolution of the 
camps hinders the work of volunteer 
relief groups working there. 

One of those groups is the Islam- 
ic Jerrahi Order of California in 
Redwood City, which has set up the 
Balkan Women’s Relief project. 
The project, privately funded with 
$600,000, is the brainchild of Dr. 
Irene Lazarus, a family therapist and 
Jerrahi member. Its mission is to 
train refugee women as counselors 
to work with the war’s rape victims 
and to identify women war refugees 
who want to leave the war-torn 
country and resettle them in the 
United States. In February, Lazarus 
and her group traveled to Zagreb to 
begin their work. 

Lazarus recruited Warren Dale of 
Redwood City, a trauma specialist, 
and Marcia Jacobs of Vancouver, 
who specializes in rape counseling, 
to teach Bosnian refugee women. 
how to deal with the trauma of 
women in refugee camps. The 
trainees were professional women in 
peacetime and have been spared 
from the overcrowded plywood 
camps on the outskirts of Zagreb 
only by some extra savings or per- 
haps friends in Croatia. 

“J didn’t come here by my own 
will,” said Aniza, a 40-year-old 
nurse and Bosnian refugee. “My 

husband and my son threw me out of 
Sarajevo and told me to get my 
daughter here to Zagreb. Since then 
the bridges were burned and I can’t 
go back.” 

Aniza is a volunteer at the Center 
for Women War Victims. She came

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to the center along with 21 
other refugees to be trained 
by the psychologists from 
the Balkan Women’s Relief 
project. 

Until the end of Febru- 
ary, the center worked out of 
a cramped two-room office 
space it shared with two or 
three other women’s groups, 
a chapter of Amnesty Inter- 
national, and an antiwar 
campaign group. After 
receiving a generous grant 
from an Austrian delegation 
of philanthropists, the center 
moved into a three-room 
apartment in Zagreb, bought 
a fax machine and a copier, 
and is able to pay its trainees. 

What Aniza and the others will 
find in the camps are echoes of their 
own stories. 


In January, 23-year-old Sabahudin 
Tricic was fighting on the front lines 
in Sarajevo when shrapnel from a 
mortar flew into his face, blinding 
him. After Sabahudin attempted sui- 
cide in the hospital, Lejla Topcagic, 
his 19-year-old girlfriend, decided 
the two had to escape Sarajevo. She 
led him to the airport — the only 
route out of the city toward Croatia. 
A runway separates the Serb fight- 


ers from the Bosnians and the civil- 
ians from the protection of the 
wooded border of the city. “It’s like 
Pac-Man, the game,” Lejla 
explains. “You have about a 50-50 
chance of getting shot.” 

Once across the runway, Lejla 
led Sabahudin on foot to Zenica, 12 
miles north of Sarajevo. From Zeni- 
ca, they rode a bus for more than 
100 miles to Zagreb through the 
worst fighting in Bosnia. 

Lejla managed to secure a bed in 
Zagreb at the Center for Wounded 
Soldiers, an office space converted 
to a makeshift hospital permeated 
with the stench of rotten and infected 













skin. She is the only woman in the 
center, so the doctor allows her to 
sleep in his office in the back, away 
from the main room where soldiers 
cover every inch of floor space. 
Lejla and Sabahudin want to leave 
Zagreb, but with no money and no 
family outside Sarajevo, Lejla 
focuses on simply getting out of the 
center and into another shelter. 

“The people in this town, they 
hate us,” Lejla said. “They see our 
bags and they know we are refugees 
and they hate us. I don’t blame 
them.” 


The second phase of the Balkan 
Women’s Relief project is to identi- 
fy 10 to 12 rape survivors to bring 
back to the United States under 
United Nations refugee status. The 
husbands and families of many rape 
survivors have been killed. For some 
Muslim rape survivors, their hus- 
bands will not accept them back, 
claiming that the women are 
unclean. The imam, or Muslim lead- 
er, in Zagreb tried to break this 
social code by releasing a statement 
that all Muslim rape survivors are to 
be considered war heroes and that 
their souls have undergone a purifi- 
cation through their experience. For 
some men, though, the old feelings 
tun as deep as their faith in Islam. 
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The Balkan Women’s Relief group 


seeks to make a home for a handful 
of the pariahs of this war. 

“The level of trauma these 
women have experienced is unimag- 
inable,” Lazarus said. “They are in 
shock right now, but it’s going to hit, 
and when it hits, they shouldn’t be 
here.” 

While in Zagreb, Lazarus’ group 
found six women who ate eager to 
resettle in the United States. The six 
emerged from a group of 38 women 
who were in the same concentration 
camp together in Bosnia. One 
woman in the group described 
briefly to Dr. Lazarus the images 
and the experiences they will carry 
with them to the U.S. 


Anya is a 47-year-old mother of two. 
As part of the Bosnian intelligentsia, 
her husband, a government 
economist, was marked for certain 
death early in the siege of their 
town. She was taken to a concentra- 
tion camp. 

Anya tells of how the women 
were herded into the open square in 
the center of the camp almost every 
morning, where they would be raped 
several times by different Serbian 
officers. But that wasn’t the worst 
part, Anya said.

Making rape a war (and peace) crime

EXUAL-ABUSE and women’s 

human rights activists are 

drawing legal lines in the 

sand over the high-profile 
rapes in Bosnia. But their lawsuits 
and demands for international retri- 
bution are as much the result of a 
decade’s work as an emergency 
response to the atrocities. 

And their goal is to make rape and 
other gender-based abuse an interna- 
tional crime in peacetime as well as ~ 
war. 

“Tf rape is an act of war when 
they’re wearing a uniform, what is it 
when they’re not?” Laura Flanders, 
media analyst from FAIR (Fairness 
and Accuracy in Reporting), asks. 

Two groups working on the issue, 
MADRE and the SF-based Speak 
Out!, will explain that it is, of course, 
acrime, or ought to be, ina week of 
events focused on rape as an interna- 
tional issue. 

But lawyers working on the issue 
said it’s also much more: a violation 
of international law, a form of torture, 
and grounds for persecution. 

Before the recent explosion of 
media coverage of the Bosnian “rape 
camps” and other barbarities, war 
rapes were considered an ancillary 
aspect of war (consider that rape as a 
war crime has only been prosecuted 
once before). 

But, with the potential for an 
International War Crimes Tribunal, 
activists say they are on the verge of a 
breakthrough for women in interna- 
tional human rights law. 

“There’s been significant move- 
ment toward recognizing rape as a 
form of torture,” said Beth Stephens, 
spokesperson for the New York- 
based Center for Constitutional 
Rights (CCR). “But that doesn’t 
replace what most women’s groups 
see as a need to revamp the way that 
human rights are talked about.” Tor- 
ture is a violation of international law 
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these morning rituals was that, 
over the months these women were 
imprisoned, they were forced to 
watch 6,000 men from their town 
tortured and killed in the same dirt 
square. 


Both the refugee women and the 
Islamic order are prepared to begin 
the resettlement program, but the 
American embassy and the United 
Nations are not so eager. The cur- 
rent international definition of a 
victim of political persecution does 
not consider rape survivors victims 
of war. Therefore, they are not eli- 
gible for refugee status (see “Mak- 
ing Rape a War [and Peace] 
Crime,” above). 

California congressional repre- 
sentatives Tom Lantos and Anna 
Eshoo are working to change the 
U.N. definition, but even if the 
women become eligible for 
tefugee status, they must then 
secure six of the precious 150 


when committed by a government 
official or his agent. 

Pressure applied from groups like 
Amnesty International and the Center 
for Women’s Global Leadership, 
among many others, has led the Unit- 
ed Nations to establish a tribunal to 
prosecute war crimes that have 
occurred in the former Yugoslavia. 
Local lawyers, like Laurel Fletcher 
and Kathleen Pratt, have traveled to 
the area with other lawyers to help 
train people in fact-finding methodol- 
ogy and documentation for such a tri- 
bunal. 

But groups like CCR, MADRE, 
Human Rights Watch, and others, 
want to make sure not only that rape 
will be among the crimes prosecuted, 
but also that international legal 
enforcement of women’s rights gets 
permanent attention. 

CCR is one of three groups suing 
Radovan Karadzic, leader of the 
Bosnian Serbs, on behalf of all vic- 
tims of atrocities committed by 
Bosnian Serbs. Lawyer Catherine 
MacKinnon, with the Croatian group 
Kareta, has filed another. 

“Amnesty International,” 
explained Stephens, “says rape in 
detention is torture, but women’s 
groups want to see battery against 
women by private citizens as an 
international human rights violation.” 

For women seeking asylum for 
persecution on the basis of gender, 
the category “international human 
rights violation” makes all the differ- 
ence..While Bosnian women earn 
refugee status as victims of rape in 
war, that status comes with a price. 
Current U.N. definitions don’t recog- 
nize that some women, who may 
retum to their families only to be 
beaten by their own spouses, can be 
persecuted not only by opposing fac- 
tions, but also by their husbands. 

In Canada, such a family refugee 
policy is being challenged by a 
Bangladeshi woman who is seeking 
shelter from a husband and a culture 
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remaining visas from Croatia to 
the United States. 

Lantos and Eshoo are also 
working with the State Department 
to increase the cap on the number 
of visas granted to Bosnian 
refugees. 

Once the visas are granted, the 
relief group can launch the final 
phase of the project, which 
involves housing the women in the 
Jerrahi order’s mosques in Red- 
wood City and in Chestnut Ridge, 
N.Y. The objective is to place the 
women and their families in an 
assisted-living program in which 
each family or woman could live 
autonomously, subsidized by the 
Jerrahis. The psychologists would 
continue to provide rape counsel- 
ing and trauma therapy. 


Christophe Mertens is a sniper 
and a mercenary in the Croatian 
army. Part of the surge of profes- 
sional European soldiers joining 
the army, Christophe, a German, 
works with his partner, an explo- 


that won’t protect her against him, 
according to the L.A. Times (Feb. 23, 
1993). The husband went with her to 
Canada, and when his application for 
asylum was rejected, she was going 
to be sent back with him. 

A goal, Stephens said, would be 
turning persecution on the basis of 
gender into a violation of “customary 
international law,” which means that 
it’s binding on every country, in 
peace or in war. 

“The international community is 
understanding that women do suffer 
sex-specific human rights abuse,” 
said Dorothy Thomas, director of 
Human Rights Watch’s Women’s 
Rights Project. And she said the U.N. 
Human Rights Commission, in the 
wake of Bosnia, has advised the U.N. 
to thoroughly integrate the protection 
of women’s human rights into its 
human rights practice. The commis- 
sion, Thomas said, recommends 
training human rights monitors to 
document gender-specific human 
rights abuse and is considering 
appointing a special rapporteur on 
violence against women. 

In fact, the tools to prosecute the 
rape war crimes in Bosnia already 
exist, said lawyer Diane Orentlicher, 
an international human rights expert. 
“The U.N. already has the ability to 
prosecute the Bosnian rapes,” she 
said. 

“They have clear authority under 
international law. If there’s any fail- 
ure, it’s going to be a failure of politi- 
cal will, not a legal problem.” @

sives specialist from Liverpool, 
England, going behind enemy lines 
and “eliminating” Serbian posts. 
A witness to rapes of Bosnian 
women by Serb paramilitary forces 
or “chetniks,” Christophe said: 
“You can help in the U.N. High 
Commission for Refugees. You can 
help in the Red Cross. But you can 
also help with a gun in your 
hand.” 

“If I see 20 chetniks and one 
girl and they rape this girl and I 
know this girl is Croatian, you 
know what I do?” he continued. 

“As a sniper, I kill the girl. I kill 
the girl. She could never forget. So 
I help her in this moment. In this 
moment, she would like to die.” ®

:’m a straight male, but a 

couple of times when I was 

horny I went to a peep show 
and got a blow job from another 
man. For me, it beats masturbat- 
ing. What are my risks for con- 
tracting STDs, especially AIDS, 
from this? Understand, I don’t use 
a condom and I don’t reciprocate. 


:The receptive partner in oral 

sex is at little to no risk for HIV 

infection, but that does not 
leave you worry-free. Herpes, gon- 
orrhea, syphilis, and yeast infections 
are transmittable from mouth or 
throat to genital mucous mem- 
branes. 


:Some months ago your excel- 

lent column addressed 

painful intercourse for 
women in the menopausal stage. 
Can you please tell me if there is 
something natural that one can 
take versus using a vaginal estro- 
gen cream? K-Y gel does not seem 
to do the trick. 


:One effect of menopause is the 

lessening of natural vaginal 

lubrication. If you and your 
health-care provider decide on it, 


hormone replacement in pill or patch 
form is likely to reverse that effect as 
well as estrogen cream. An even 
more “natural” form of vaginal 
lubrication is your partner’s saliva, 
unless he or she considers oral sex to 
be an “unnatural act.” However, 
there are a number of sexual lubri- 
cants and moisteners for dry vaginas 
on the market other than K-Y. You 
may have to sniff and taste several to 
find one that’s unobjectionable. 


:My girlfriend and I both 

have an interest in video 

pornography. While we have 
rented, bought, and enjoyed sever- 
al tapes that have enhanced our 
sex lives, we also have seen more 
than our share of clinkers. In gen- 
eral, we find that typical commer- 
cial porn, since it is marketed pri- 
marily to men, features a stereo- 
typical anti-female slant that we 
find a turn-off. We tried relying 
on the reviews of these tapes that 
appear in typical commercial porn 
magazines, but these were pretty 
useless as well since they are also 
aimed at a male audience. When 
we tried a few tapes produced by 
“non-sexist” or “female-oriented” 
companies, we were very disap- 
pointed. Most of the male view- 
point was gone, but most of the sex 
was missing too. All the penetra- 
tion.scenes, if there were any to 
begin with, had landed on the cut- 
ting room floor. Basically, we are 
after well-made explicit scenes of 
men and women having sex. It 
would be nice if the men and 
women in question could be trim 
and attractive, but this is not cru- 
cial. What’s more important is 
that the participants appear to be 
genuinely enjoying themselves 
and each other. Can you recom- 
mend any outlets? 


:I share your lack of enthusiasm 

for commercial sex videos — 

whether made by or for women 
or men. Have you looked into sexu- 
ality training films? These are usual- 
ly of established partners doing what 
they personally like to do. The obvi- 
ous affection and enthusiasm of the 
participants is hotter to me than any 
scripted scenes of commercial hard- 
bodies could ever be. Ask for cata- 
logs from Focus International (14 
Oregon Drive, Huntington Station, 
NY 11746-2627) or Multi-Focus 
Inc. (1-800-821-0514). Also The 
Sexuality Library ($4 for catalog; 
938 Howard St., SF, CA 94103) 
reviews videos from a perspective 
more in line with yours than does, 
for instance, Screw magazine. @

Mu SHU WITH 


By JANET HAZEN 


ITUATED ON the back side of 

the Harbor Bay Landing 

Shopping Center, the Har- 

bor View restaurant is a sort 
of suburban outpost of Chinese cui- 
sine. This soothing and very com- 
fortable lunch and dinner house, 
with its residential/nautical view, 
serves the usual Mandarin and 
Szechwan fare at moderate prices. In 
all honesty, it wasn’t the menu or 
tempting food aromas (there weren’t 
any) that drew me to this particular 
place — it was the location and the 
ambience. 

The interior of Harbor View is 
quite different from most urban Chi- 
nese eateries; the decor includes 
high ceilings, exposed wooden 
beams, plate-glass windows on three 
sides, wall-to-wall carpeting, and a 
few lanterns. 

The menu reads like many others 
of this genre, albeit a bit smaller and 
less adventurous than those I favor. 
Hot and spicy dishes are indicated 
on the menu by stars; the menu 
clearly states “No MSG is used in 
our cooking,” but after sampling 
several dishes, I would venture to 
say that cornstarch is the primary 
ingredient used in this kitchen. 

Dinner one Friday evening was 
relaxing and comfortable. Our ser- 
vice was attentive and friendly 
enough, but after the first appetizer 
arrived, remaining appetizers and 
entrées were delivered in rapid suc- 
cession. Pot stickers ($3.75), while 
smaller than most, were flavorful, 
moist, and perfectly cooked. Hot 
and sour soup ($4.75 for medium), 
robust and filled with the usual 
goodies, was not as balanced as I’d

hoped. A dash of requested vinegar 
and hot chili paste helped. 

Mu shu pork ($5.75) at Harbor 
View is superb, and while I'd like to 
refrain from nit-picking (but can’t 
seem to), a saucer of sliced green 
onions and warm pancakes would 
have made this dish even better. 

Cashew prawns ($7.25) con- 
tained juicy shrimp, celery, carrots, 
and onions surrounded in a rather 
sweet, bland sauce. Green beans in 
Szechwan meat sauce ($5.25) was 
clean-tasting and flawlessly pre- 
pared. Beef chow fun ($4.50), typi- 
cally smoky in flavor, was garnished 
with bean sprouts, slivered carrots, 
and green onions. 

Crispy chicken ($6.25 for half) is 
ideal for kids or those who crave 
juicy chunks of chicken encased in 
golden brown skin. A savory Peking 
sauce spiked with green onions and 
garlic accompanied the poultry. 

Lunch one Sunday wasn’t as 
pleasing as our previous meal. A 
request for chopsticks was met with 
small, paper-enclosed wooden chop- 
Sticks, not suitable for eating this 
kind of food, and certainly not ele- 
gant or tasteful. 

Egg rolls ($3.25), filled with a 
fresh mixture of cabbage, ground 
meat, and green vegetables, came 
with an amazingly thick, cloying, 
bright pink “sweet and sour” sauce. 
A requested saucer of Chinese mus- 
tard, delicately applied to the egg 
rolls, was far more appealing than 
the sweet and sour. 

Sizzling beef with Peking sauce 
($6.50), composed of chunks of ten- 
der beef tossed primarily with thinly 
sliced yellow and green onions, was 
unfortunately sauced with a sweet, 
pink-tinted, one-dimensional sauce. 
Also obliterated by an overbearing, 
thick, sweet sauce, the tender bits of 
nicely fried chicken in “fried chick- 
en with sweet and sour sauce” 
($5.95) were combined with succu- 
lent chunks of barely cooked green 
bell peppers, onions, and pineapple. 
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A VIEW 


I was very concerned about the 
cornstarch factor after receiving the 
two aforementioned dishes, but 
when pan-fried chow mein with bar- 
becued pork ($3.95) arrived, doused 
ina thick, dark, gluey sauce, I really 
began to worry. Adding insult to 
injury, the soggy noodles were a 
mass of overcooked, homogeneous 
green vegetables garnished with 
strands of rubbery bean sprouts. 
Also enveloped in a thick white 
sauce was assorted seafood with siz- 
zling rice ($7.50). Juicy prawns, 
scallop cut-outs, a few pieces of 
squid, ersatz crab, snow peas, water 
chestnuts, and cylindrical chunks of 
deep-fried rice made up this bland, 
lackluster dish. 

Broccoli in oyster sauce ($4.75), 
with a few flowerettes and too many 
stems, came in a pool of thin, taste- 
less, pale brown liquid, devoid of 
flavor and body. 

Eggplant with spicy garlic sauce 
($4.95) was a little better. Here, vel- 
vety pieces of overcooked eggplant 
surrounded by a cornstarch-based 
goop that begged for more garlic 
and spice was still more flavorful 
than the other dishes. 

Judging from the shopping plaza, 
the surrounding residential area, and 
the overall quality of the food at 
Harbor View, I presume Chinese 
food-hungry customers that live on 
Bay Farm Island are happy enough 
to drive several minutes to a well- 
lighted parking lot to eat reasonably 
priced Chinese food in a safe, clean, 
familiar dining room. With careful 
study, a decent meal can be had at 
Harbor View, but even still, I felt the 
staff to be generally disinterested in 
the food as well as the art of serving 
customers. @

Unforgiven proves that the ever-adaptable western still rides tall in the saddle

MAN AND A horse. A man 
and a gun. A man and 
another man. A small 
town, a steam train, a 
saloon, and a rifle called Winchester. 
Oh yeah, and a beautiful sunset. 
Few movie genres provide such 
distinct images as the western. And 
it’s no wonder: the western is as old 
as the medium itself — Edwin S. 
Porter’s The Great Train Robbery 
(1903) was one of early cinema’s 
most popular films. 
The western has lived a long and 
prosperous life, and probably 


A Forgotten Breed 


ERHAPS MoRE than any other genre, 
Petes westerns are hard to find 

on repertory film schedules, but 
there are exceptions. The Pacific Film 
Archive screens John Ford’s The 
Searchers April 7 at 3 p.m.; the Roxie 
shows Raoul Walsh's Pursued April 16 
at 8 p.m. 

Even on video, it’s difficult to find 
works by some of the more intriguing 
directors. Sam Fuller, Budd Boetticher, 
Anthony Mann, John Sturges, and 
Andre de Toth are talked up in books 
like the seminal Companion to the 
Western, but seeing their work is often 
difficult. Slowly the videos trickle out 
(Boetticher’s The Tall T and Fuller's Run 
of the Arrow are both supposed to get 
a spring release), but there are still

because of that, whenever it falters in 
popular appeal, critics are quick to 
post death notices. But the legacy of 
the American West persists, and the 
western, with its iconic characters 
and landscapes, has adapted to the 
social climate of several eras. 

Still, as early as 1913, critic Tag 
Gallagher notes in The Film Genre 
Reader, “So familiar had western 
conventions become that Universal 
announced its despair of ever again 
doing anything new, and — two 
years before Griffith’s Birth of a 
Nation — said it was giving up fron- 
tier, Indian, and Civil War pictures.” 
Two decades later, after a prosperous 


huge gaps. 

The following is a rundown of 
some often ignored titles currently 
available on video. Selection varies 
widely store to store: Try Movie Image 
(510-649-0296) and Palmer's Video 
(510-845-1644) in Berkeley; Le Video 
in San Francisco (415-566-3606); most 
Tower and Blockbuster stores, too, 
have decent selections. If local shops 
don’t carry a certain film, some can still 
be bought and/or rented by mail. PBS 
Viewfinders (1-800-328-7271) has a 
database of 80,000 titles, and they can 
help you track down a video or laser 
disc. 

Stagecoach (John Ford, 1939): John 
Wayne becomes a major star in Ford’s 
most famous film. A drunken doctor, a 
gambler, a prostitute, and a veangeful 
cowboy ride a stagecoach through 
hostile Indian territory. Radical at the 


period in the ’20s when western stars 
Tom Mix and William S. Hart ruled 
the screen, the genre was again on 
the back burner of public favor 
(westerns in the ’30s were mostly B 
pictures). Until 1939, that is, when 
John Ford’s Stagecoach (along with 
contemporaries Jesse James, The 
Outlaw, Union Pacific, and others) 
signaled renewed interest, and the 
genre flourished for another 10 
years. There’s no denying that since 
the 1950s, popularity of the western 
has ebbed. According to the British 
Film Institute’s Companion to the 
Western (an excellent resource 
book), 27 percent of all Hollywood 


time for its nontraditional, socially 
incorrect characters. 


The Searchers (Ford, 1956): John 
Wayne is an anti-heroic ex- 
Confederate who spends five years 
tracking his niece, who was kidnapped 
by Comanches. He passionately hates 
Indians, but is joined in his quest by a 
boy who's part Cherokee. The color is 
magnificent. This is one of the genre's 
finest moments. 


The Man Who Shot Liberty Valance 
(Ford, 1962): Civilization moves into 
the Wild West. Lee Marvin is an outlaw 
who rules the town. John Wayne is the 
tough good guy who keeps Valance in 
check, but doesn’t fight him. Jimmy 
Stewart is a lawyer who wants to fight 
with his books, not a gun (he can’t 
even shoot). 

Red River (Howard Hawks, 1947): 
John Wayne builds a cattle empire —

films in 1953 were westerns: by 
1963 that number had dropped to 9 
percent. 


ELECTRIC HORSEMAN 


The rise of computer and electronic 
technology no doubt contributed to 
the decline of the Hollywood west- 
ern. Where kids used to play cow- 
boys and watch The Lone Ranger, 
Gunsmoke, and Bonanza on televi- 
sion, today they play with computers 
and video games and watch MTV. 
Although the lone gunfighter stand- 
ing up to a posse of bad men is still

the story becomes a conflict between 
old and new values. 


Rio Bravo (Howard Hawks, 1958): 
Sheriff John Wayne and deputies 
Walter Brennan, Dean Martin, and 
Ricky Nelson hold a prisoner in defi- 
ance of his wealthy brother. An enter- 
taining cast, with emphasis — as most 
of the action takes place indoors — on 
the interactions of men among men. 


The Lusty Men (Nicholas Ray, 1951): 
A modern-day western about rodeo 
riders. Robert Mitchum is an ex-rodeo 
star who wants to settle down, but 
can't quite do it. He teaches Arthur 
Kennedy to ride, but watches sadly as 
Kennedy grows belligerent and their 
friendship cracks.

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TEARS 
FOR FEARS

N WHAT HAS been referred to as 
the first “lesbian feature” from 
mainland China, Yu-Shan 
Huang’s The Twin Bracelets, 
two girls exchange everything from 


~ vows and bracelets to embraces 


without ever winding up at the 
Domestic Partners Office — and 
the audience is left with an enigma 
rather than a contract, frustrated as 
usual. 

The two girls are faced with 
arranged marriages, which, as they 
observe from the women around them 
in their rural fishing village, lead to 
nothing but beatings, less- 
than-occasional sex, and 
bad working conditions. 
When they witness one 
wife impale herself by 
diving onto a spike, the 
only choice, it seems, is 
to exchange their own 
revolutionary vows to 
be “sister man and wife; 
to live together and die 
together.” They’re “sis- 
ters” with secrets, how- 
ever, and when one 
teveals the secret that 
she’s pregnant — and 
moving out of town 
with her husband — the 
other drowns herself in 
the ocean. The stuff of melodrama. 

Not having lived in a patriarchal 
fishing village during my own ado- 
lescence, I had to wonder why, after 
seeing The Twin Bracelets a year 
ago, I was so devastated. Of course, 
lidentified — only not exactly with 
their predicament so much as the 
predicament of the film itself: It had 
to create a lesbian melodrama that 
could be interpreted as not neces- 
sarily lesbian by some audiences. It 
had to fake it. 

When I channeled the same film 
through the snowy screen of my 
black-and-white TV recently, the 
TV itself reminded me of how 
much The Twin Bracelets relies on 
this idea of “frustration fulfill- 
ment.” Not so much catharsis — 
which is what would happen if I 
threw the TV out the window — as 
the fulfillment of the expectation 
that an injustice of less-than-tragic 
proportion is about to occur. Again. 
Just as, as long as I rely on that little 
black-and-white box, I won’t really 
experience a good, clear image, I 
can pretty much rely on the contin- 
ued dearth of lesbian sex images on 
screen. 

Which isn’t to say The Twin 
Bracelets would have worked better 
if it were pomography. It’s just to 
say that bad things offscreen (espe- 
cially when they happen to good 
people) make for good stories (and 
good metaphors) on-screen. 

When The Twin Bracelets 
played in the SF International Les- 





bian and Gay Film Festival last 
year, much hand-wringing went 
into the film’s evasion of a head-on 
collision with lesbian sexuality. It 
was, after all, in a “gay and lesbian 
film festival. It had been claimed as 
a lesbian story — which makes 
complete sense, given the hints like 
the cozy morning-after entwine- 
ment. j 
But not having specifically les- 
bian scenes doesn’t make it any less 
a “lesbian story” — it makes it the 
lesbian story for now, the same 
annoying story we all know. The 
Twin Bracelets, as a film, is an alle- 
gory for the invisibility of lesbian 
images all over. When 
I watched this film, I 
was watching myself 
watching movies: I 
was boo-hooing for 
them, myself, and 
movies ina 
masochistic, Stella 
Dallas ritual I know 
too well. 

It’s true that in 
real life, sisterhood 
may be powerful, and 
if in The Twin 
Bracelets (as in Thel- 
ma and Louise and 
others) it’s suicidal, 
that’s OK by me. We 
know we’re watching 

a movie, and we have reminders of 
voyeurism to prove it. The man 
with the camera doesn’t stroll by 
the two girls on the beach, after all, 
for nothing. His presence reminds 
us that we, too, are watching. And 
in this fantasy, for those of us who 
use films for purposes other than 
instruction, the suicidal may be 
preferable to the insipid. 

Otherwise, you end up in the 
happy-ending world of something 
like Claire of the Moon. As the bad- 
por aesthetic of that film made 
clear, sex scenes alone can’t save a 
film any more than “positive” (sani- 
tized, slender, income-earning) 
images can. You need tension, or 
maybe just River Phoenix. Sexually 
frustrated and sitting next to a boy 
love/object choice by the campfire 
in My Own Private Idaho, Gus Van 
Sant’s carefully calibrated homo/ 
hetero moment of angst hurts. And 
it works. The death of River’s 
desire redeems ours — or at least 
reminds us that we have some. 

Frustrated female lust in The 
Twin Bracelets is at least as suc- 
cessful. The messy intersection of 
worldviews in a story where one 
girl’s lesbian desire is neither 
denied nor completely retumed by 
the other, creates the kind of stom- 
ach-knot that filmmakers must 
dream about. @

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a powerful icon, the complexities 
of modern America make it diffi- 
cult to place that gunfighter in Old 
West — which may explain why 
many of the 70s westerns (Buck 
‘and the Preacher, The Great 
Northfield Minnesota Raid, Little 
Big Man) were revisionist stories 
more focused on retelling history 
from a “modern” perspective than 
on presenting a good story within 
the codes of the genre. 

Critics like to blame the most 
recent death of the western on 
Michael (The Deer Hunter) 
Cimino’s Heaven’s Gate, an over- 
hyped and disastrously expensive 
project that bombed at the box 
office, almost bringing Cimino’s 
sponsoring studio, United Artists, 
down with it. But even though 
westerns were few and far between 
in the 1980s, they never complete- 
ly disappeared. Lawrence Kasdan 
tried his hand at the genre with 
Silverado; Clint Eastwood made 
Pale Rider; Young Guns, which 
put pretty-boy actors on horses for 
a retelling of the Billy the Kid 
story, spawned not only a sequel 
but also a TV series; Lonesome 
Dove and Son of the Morning Star 
were major TV miniseries; and in 
1990 we got Dances with Wolves, 
where Kevin Costner, turning the 
tables in classic revisionist fash- 
ion, painted the U.S. Cavalry as 
one-sidedly as the screaming sav- 
ages of early westerns. 

Then, only a year after the 
Village Voice published a J. 
Hoberman article titled “How the 
Western Was Lost” (8/27/91), 
Warner Brothers released Clint 
Eastwood’s Unforgiven, a film that 
has, more than any film since Sam 
Peckinpah’s Pat Garrett and Billy 
the Kid (1973), proved that the 
genre is still a powerful cinematic 
form for dramatic expression. 

And a popular one as well. One 
of the top-grossing pictures of 
1992 (around $80 million so far), 
Unforgiven is winning awards and 
topping critics’ polls across the 
country. This Monday, it stands 
poised and ready to sweep another 
handful of awards from the 
Academy of Motion Pictures Arts 
and Sciences. If Unforgiven wins 
Best Picture, it will be only the 
third western to do so (following 
Cimarron in 1930 and Dances 
with Wolves in 1990). Even if it 
doesn’t, Eastwood’s film has 
proved that westerns can adapt to a 
modern America as lived through 
the L.A. riots, the S&L scandals, 
and rising national debt. 


GOOD GUYS WEAR BLACK 


Unforgiven has the markings of a 
conventional western, which is 
part of the enjoyment: Eastwood 
has manipulated, shaped, and 
undermined the genre’s conven- 
tions, creating characters who pos- 
sess a rare depth of appeal — their 
world isn’t black and white, it’s 
almost completely gray. 

“What I like about Unforgiven 
is that every killing in it has a 
repercussion,” Eastwood said in an 
L.A. Times interview this past 
summer. “It really tears people up 
when they are violent, and I felt it 


was time for that kind of thing in 
the world.” 

In Unforgiven Eastwood plays 
William Munny, a one-time out- 
law of legendary stature. Munny 
reminds us of Eastwood’s earlier 
roles in A Fistful of Dollars, High 
Plains Drifter, The Outlaw Josey 
Wales, though never before has so 
much of the gunman’s character 
been revealed. It’s not a flattering - 
portrait, but it’s not all ugliness, 
either. 

At the film’s outset, Munny, a 
father of two, is trying to eke out 
an honest living as a hog farmer 
when the Scofield Kid (Jaimz 
Woolvett) arrives and asks for his 
help to earn some bounty money. 
(Two ranchers slashed up a prosti- 
tute in Big Whiskey, Wyo., and 
the other prostitutes are offering 
$1,000 to the men who kill them.) 
Munny at first declines — he 
made a vow to his now-dead wife 
that he’d never go back to the “old 
ways.” But the hogs are sick and 
Munny’s land looks barren. He 
believes that killing is dirty busi- 
ness, but it’s also an opportunity to 
get some money to make a better 
life for his kids. Besides, he ratio- 
nalizes, those cowboys cut up a 
woman. They deserve what’s com- 
ing. 

The job’s biggest obstacle is 
Little Bill (Gene Hackman), the 
sheriff of Big Whiskey, who has 
declared war on bounty hunters. 

Munny and the Scofield Kid do 
the killing, but the price is high — 
Little Bill captures and kills 
Munny’s friend and partner Ned 
Logan (Morgan Freeman). This 
sets the stage for Unforgiven’s cli- 
max; revenge becomes the motiva- 
tion behind Munny’s final deed. 
As viewers, we crave revenge too. 
But by the time the final shootout 
between Munny and Little Bill is 
finished, the line between good 
and evil has been irreversibly 
blurred. Munny doesn’t ride off 
into a sunset; he rides off into a 
black, rainy night while the town- 
folk watch in fear from behind 
doorways. 

Like Anthony Mann’s Man of 
the West and Nicholas Ray’s 
Johnny Guitar, two ’50s westerns 
that center around reformed gun- 
men, Unforgiven asks the question 
“Can a person change?” then pro- 
ceeds to give an answer: Yes and 
no. Munny has changed. He can’t 
shake the spirit of his dead wife, 
but he reverts to the “old ways” 
when the right buttons are pushed. 


MORE TO COME 


While it’s unclear where the west- 
ern will go next, it’s definitely 
going. Mario Van Peebles (New 
Jack City) is currently shooting a 
western about black cowboys 
called Posse; Budd Boetticher, 
known for his strong series of 
westerns made with star Randolph 
Scott and screenwriter Burt 
Kennedy, said in an L:A. Times 
interview this past fall that he has 
two scripts — both westerns — 
ready to shoot; Eddie Murphy is 
reportedly making one; and one 
script making the rounds in 
Hollywood is a violent western 
called Outlaws with five leading 
female roles. @

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Johnny Guitar (Nicholas Ray, 1952): 
Sterling Hayden is a gunman-turned- 
guitarist who gets a job in Joan 
Crawford's new saloon, which is on 
land the railroad wants. An anomoly 
for the genre, but a great story and 
acting make it far from a mere curios- 
ity. 

Winchester ‘73 (Anthony Mann, - 
1950): The first of a great collabora- 
tive series between director Anthony 
Mann and star Jimmy Stewart. 
Stewart is chasing his outlaw brother 
(Stephen McNally), who not only stole 
the Winchester rifle Stewart won in a 
contest, but also gunned down the 
man who taught them both to shoot 
— their father. 


Naked Spur (Mann, 1952): Bounty 
hunter Jimmy Stewart works to bring 
in his hostage, but also must confront 
the outlaw’s girlfriend, a shifty officer, 
an untrustworthy old man, and his 
own greed. A superior example of 
Mann’s use of landscape as a charac- 
ter in the film — notably a menacing 
cliff face. Other Mann/Stewart color 
westerns Bend in the River, The Far 
Country, and The Man from Laramie 
are also excellent. 


The Tall T (Budd Boetticher, 1956): 
The only film of Budd Boetticher’s col- 
laborative series with actor Randolph 
Scott that's currently set for a video 
release. Boetticher’s characters go 
long and deep, and he shows a rare 
attention to landscape and the physi- 
cal environment. 


Run of the Arrow (Sam Fuller, 
1955): The Civil War ends and Rod 
Steiger joins the Sioux after surviving 
the “run of the arrow.” Offers a 
Native American perpective while also 
critiquing the U.S. military. 

Man of the West (Mann, 1958): 
Gary Cooper is an outlaw-turned- 
model citizen on a mission to find a 
schoolteacher for his new hometown. 
The train he’s on gets robbed by his 
old gang (led by his uncle, Lee J. 
Cobb), and he’s forced to rejoin them 
in order to save himself and the 
woman who’s captured with him. 


Ride the High Country (Sam 
Peckinpah, 1962): In their last western 
roles, Randolph Scott and Joel 
McCrea are aging gunmen hired to 
do one more job. Dignity and pride, 
also sadness, in Peckinpah’s tale of a 
vanishing Wild West, and of aging 
men. 

Ride in the Whirlwind/The 
Shooting (Monte Hellman, 1966): 
Made back-to-back with the same 
team in the Utah desert, these two 
Hellman westerns are some of the 
most understated, even existential, 
the genre has ever seen. Jack 
Nicholson stars in both and co-wrote 
Whirlwind. The suspense is alive, but 
the action is more in the players’ 
heads than in gun battles. 


McCabe and Mrs. Miller (Robert 
Altman, 1971): Warren Beatty is a 
bumbling small-time gambler who 
goes into the whorehouse business in 
a Northwestern mining town with a 
more sophisticated Julie Christie. 
Altman and cinematographer Vilmos 
Zsigmond create an eerie atmosphere 
that adds to the already melancholic 
story. Songs by Leonard Cohen. 


Pat Garrett and Billy the Kid 
(Peckinpah, 1973): James Coburn is 
Pat Garrett, who's been hired to track 
down his former partner Billy the Kid 
(Kris Kristofferson), and in the process 
both men face a changing world. A 
“director's cut” was released only 
recently, and it stands as a master- 
piece of the genre.

SEMANTIC 
CLEANSING

IKE MANY readers of this 

column, I have during my 

life experienced feelings of 

racism toward ethnic and 
social groups other than my own. 
Being not merely Anglo (a term that 
is apparently now under attack as 
racist) but actually full-blown 
English, these racist feelings have of 
course been directed toward blacks, 
Asians, Jews, Hispanics, and Irish 
people, to name but a few. It would 
be hideous to be proud of this, but it 
is equally stupid to be ashamed. To 
take personal responsibility for your 
own racism is to suggest that 
you invented these sick emo- 
tions yourself. 

Tackling racism means 
acknowledging that this is 
asocial phenomenon. 
You learn your racism, 
like most things in life, 
from your family, your — 
friends, your school, SS 
your church, your 
newspaper. Perhaps that 
is why Critical Mass can boast that 
it has never felt a compulsion to 
turn around to a person of Welsh 
origin and shout “Fuck off, Taffy.” 
(Well, not unless you count the 
Prince of Wales, who’s English.) 
Neither has it ever occurred to me to 
connect the term welshing (meaning 
to cheat, or to default on a loan) with 
someone who hails from the nation 
of Wales. This is because there is no 
stereotype of Welsh people in our 
society. There is no generally under- 
stood connection between being 
Welsh and being a cheat. Not in the 
way that there is a metaphorical 
association between being dumb and 
being blond, between being black 
and being criminal, and between 
being Jewish and being ungenerous 
with money. 

What then do we make of the 
lawsuit currently pending against the 
Los Angeles Times, Newsweek, the 
Wall Street Journal, Universal Press 
Syndicate, NBC, and KNBC-TV 
regarding their allegedly racist use 
of the term welshing? Some people 
will insist on being persecuted. And 
if the wider society does not see their 
victimhood, these adventurers in 
contemporary identity politics have 
created a self-fulfilling campaign. 
Now that the “welshing” debate has 
been publicized so widely, millions 
of people who never before connect- 
ed the slur with the Welsh people 
can do so. In other words, the cam- 
paign is self-defeating. It will actual- 
ly turn the word welsh into a racist 
term, where it was previously politi- 
cally innocent. 

In another sense, however, there 
is no defeat here at all. The racial 
game is now played along the lines 
of attempting to prove not that you

are ethnically superior, but that you” 
are in some way unjustly dominated 
by the forces of evil. If the process of 
purging your own racism is not real- 
ly about knowing intellectually that 
prejudice is wrong, but actually 
ceasing to feel it very much, then 
today’s political tactic is to finda 
way to feel victimized. The instiga- 
tors of the “welshing” lawsuit have 
now taken this strategy to new 
heights. 

This case marks the culmination 
of a process in which some people 
figured out that since they couldn’t 
be black and proud, it was smarter to 
be white and whiny. The attempt to 
discover new ways of marginalizing 

oneself could open up a whole 


new branch of the litigation 
industry, not to mention fresh 
terzitory for multicultural 
reeducation. Is greasing some- 
one’s palm (i.e., paying them 
off) a slur on the Greek nation? 
Should the Turkish 
nation take offense 
at the association 
between a turkey 
anda dud? 
Inventing new 
ways to be offend- 
ed is not merely 
ludicrous, it is 
offensive. And the 
offense is against those people in our 
culture who actually are the victims 
of institutionalized racism. There is 
now a prevalent feeling among 
whites that somehow blacks ought to 
darn well shut up about racism and 
get life, because the scales of racial 
justice have finally tipped too far in 
the direction of all those uppity 
groups of nonwhites. Many of these 
people have successfully negotiated 
their own racism; some of them 
work with African Americans or 
other people of color and many 
enjoy the kinds of friendships that 
now seem possible across the racial 
divide. Of course, none of this 
changes the reality of inequity of 
power, income, and cultural capital. 
But many whites, because they feel 
that they are not themselves racist, 
resent the fact that nonwhites still 
(correctly) perceive racism in the 
wider world of work, opportunity, 
and culture. 

Where does this eventually lead? 
To the formation of groups like 
Resisting Defamation, whose stated 
aim is to restore equality of represen- 
tation to whites, Anglos, WASPs, 
and Euros — you know, those peo- 
ple (like me) who hardly ever get a 
look in when it comes to power and 
resources. Resisting Defamation and 
groups like it are not racist. They are 
incredibly stupid. But they are not 
necessarily racist. Maybe if we start 
stereotyping stupid people in a really 
cruel manner they will just shut up 
and go away. @

N THE Ripped From Headlines 
school of play-writing topicali- 
ty, World of Horror subdivi- 
sion, Steve Friedman’s new 
Trouble at the Magic cuts a figure as 
lean and sharp as an Exacto knife- 
drawn paper doll. Therapy-theater 
specimens like the recent Shattered 
Secrets or Raft of the Medusa resort 
to melodramatic bombast to lay open 
our societal wounds, offering the 
gooey balm of communal redemp- 
tion as the last broad brush stroke. 

Trouble is equally ambitious, 
even more of a latter-day “living 
newspaper” laying bare these might- 
ily skewed times. But Friedman — 
who learned to compress complex 
information during a 1960s SF 
Mime Troupe tenure — allows no 
overt political correctitude or senti- 
mentality to blot his severe canvas. 
While he hasn’t yet found the kind 
of reverberant structural closure that 
turns great observation into a great 
work of art, Trouble’s kaleidoscope 
of pain is, scene by scene, strikingly 
terse and powerful. 

The 75 minutes of action spins 
through 10 or so narrative strands, 
which come on so hard and fast we 
start making narrative connections 

’ only after a half hour or so. There’s 
the urban woman whose insecurities 
are insidiously preyed upon by her 
boyfriend. Manipulated into dancing 
nude on her apartment balcony (in 
full view of freeway traffic), she’s 
perversely assured that “rio one is 
judging you except yourself.” In dif- 
ferent sexual-politic angles, a teen 
couple wrestles with desire, coer- 
cion, and fear in the age of AIDS. A

THE CONQUEST OF THE SOUTH 
POLE 

With “pinball and schnapps” as their 
mantra, four (mostly) unemployed 
men in German playwright Manfred 
Karge’s 1986 work while away their 
torpid existence in juvenile “monkey 
business” — notably an obsessed 
play-acting of Antarctic explorations at 
the turn of the century. 

It takes a tediously long time for 
the relationship between “real” and 
“fantasy” to sort itself out, time filled 
with occasionally overbearing displays 
of bad-boy testosterone. More inter- 
esting are the appearances of fed-up 
pregnant Louise (the expert Rebecca 
Wink), who wants husband Brauk- 
mann (Jerry Lopez) to leave the boys’ 
club behind and start acting like a 
grown-up. 


wife bars herself and her infant child 
from the battering husband who’s 
got “the devil” inside him. Yet 
another pair have found their rela- 
tionship operating in a nonviolent 
war zone where reconciliation seems 
impossible, both parties being guilty 
of “knowing each other too well.” 

Everyone watches the meaning- 
less news blips of TV, where their 
own incipient emotional chaos is 
abstracted into hellish (but comfort- 
ably faraway) international “the- 
ater.” In Bosnia, a woman sobs over 
her slain husband; a sniper shoots an 
American reporter simply to make 
the world notice his own impossibly 
self-annihilated world. Back home, 
the reporter’s widow berates the 
hypocritically sympathetic press 
gathered outside her home: “He 
chose to go there,” she yells. His 
death means no less than anyone 
else’s; putting his fate on the six 
o’clock news is just more selective 
melodrama. 

In Somalia, a starving woman 
waves away offered food — don’t 
the international charities under- 
stand she could be killed by local 
forces for possessing sustenance, for 
having anything at all? “She won’t 
accept nourishment” a journalist 
solemnly notes, simplifying matters 
to a suitably incomprehensible, for- 
eign “victim” scenario. 

These vignettes recur and cross- 
sect, drawing a thin lace of blood 
across the pale blue screen of news 
videocracy. The intent here isn’t 
simply corrosive satire of mass 
media, which would be easy (and 
familiar); Friedman is voicing a 
legitimate and genuinely horrified 
concern for the individual stories 
behind the “human interest” angle. 
While Trouble is not explicitly femi- 
nist, more often than not its pseudo- 
doc microcosms zero in on women 


As translated by Ramshardt, Cadle, 
and MacLean, Karge’s seemingly sim- 
ple theme of pent-up energy and frus- 
tration in repressive circumstances 
complicates itself needlessly. The lan- 
guage is often mannered, the narra- 
tive arch and elliptical. Director 
Christopher Herold might have sharp- 
ened the point by visually rooting the 
production more clearly in lower-class 
realities, while placing less emphasis 
on performance pyrotechnics. (Max 
Jones, in particular, would prove much 
less grating if he took his foot off the 
gas pedal a bit.) 

But generally staging is not at fault 
here. Despite Karge’s international rep 
(and the lofty parallels to Brecht/Piran- 
dello in the program notes), it’s hard 
to figure out the profundity or appeal 
of this labored naturalist/symbolist 
synth. As with their prior 70 Scenes of 
Halloween, Jawbone Theatre Ensem- 
ble has poured a lot of enthusiasm and 
talent into a script that ultimately 
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as the ultimate dumping ground in 
an increasingly divisive, power- 
mad, male-driven global society. 

The abuses recorded here are 
vivid in their immediacy. No autho- 
rial self-consciousness is allowed to 
defuse the intensity of the young 
wife’s terrified bunker-cheer talk to 
her infant when ultraviolent daddy is 
expected home; or her mixed rage 
and dependency when dad comes 
back, laden with 12-step-speakage 
as a presumably reformed batterer. 
Megan Blue Stermer and Jordan Lee 
Williams are extraordinary in these 
sequences, as well as in the queasily 
poignant teen-couple episodes. But 
Susan M. Brecht, Charles Shaw 
Robinson, and Juanita Gricelda 
Estrada are just as impressive in 
their myriad roles elsewhere. 

Director Barbara Damashek has 
done a brilliant job of conceptualiz- 
ing this cut-up evening of grisly 
truths in stage terms, helped by Mar- 
sha Ginsberg’s changeably surrealis- 
tic set design. Friedman’s one 
attempt to string his disparate 
threads together is in the presence of 
a deadpan Grim Reaper. The always 
affable Joe Bellan fills this turn with 
vaudevillian irony, but it still seems 
a forced device. 

The play also falters with an end- 
ing (or lack thereof) that fails to 
bring its broad scope into a much- 
needed final focus. While one _ 
admires Friedman’s refusal to even 
hint at solutions, his play could still 
use something stronger, more sum- 
mational at its close to provide at 
least the illusion of parting catharsis. 
But never mind. If Trouble is a suc- 
cession of vivid mono/dialogues that 
ultimately just peter out, their gen- 
uine provocation is still more than 
enough to leave a lingering sense of 
unease. And how many topical plays 
of late have done as much? @

THE REAL LIVE BRADY BUNCH 
Let's face it: the Brady Bunch was 
never really all that funny — where 
would the show have been without 
the laugh tracks following every corny 
one-liner. However, when Jill and Faith 
Soloway, creators of “The Real Live 
Brady Bunch,” uproot America’s most 
harmonious and contrived household 
and place it on an austerely decorated 
theater set, the effect is uproarious for 
Brady fans and non-fans alike. 

The Real Live Brady Bunch owes its 
appeal to the way it’s staged: The lines 
might be taken directly from the origi- 
nal scripts, but everything else is slight- 
ly off-center. The actors portray the 
various Bradys with exaggerated 
integrity — devotees of the original

TUAL KAN’S JOURNEY 
Tual Kan (Earlene P. Somera) has 
escaped from the killing fields of Cam- 
bodia to the mean streets of the Ten- 
derloin. Now she struggles to make a 
new life while caught between her 
mother (Vivian Wu), who clings to 
memories of the old country, and her 
daughter Teresa Jennie S. Yee), who 
embraces baseball caps, lipstick, and 
rap music. 

Somera delivers an exceptional per- 


formance as Tual Kan, especially dur- 
ing an extended monologue in which 
she recounts the terrors of a Khmer 
Rouge attack on her village. And Alan 
Quismero as a fortune teller is spacey, 
sinister, and comic all at once. 

The strongest elements in the script 
are derived from interviews with two 
Cambodian refugees, Tuan Kan and 
Sotie Kan. But writer-director Mark 
Knego overlays this compelling materi- 
al with lengthy dream sequences fea- 
turing goddesses, animal figures, and 
Tual Kan’s missing father (Steve Uchi- 
da). Tony Avoid’s stunning sound 
design creates an eerie atmosphere, 
but it’s dissipated in these sequences 
by Knego’s largely incoherent mixture 
of folklore, memory, and nightmare. 
Ultimately, Knego's attempts to make 
Tual Kan’s story more “theatrical” just 
detract from it instead.

FALLING DOWN 

Not only is the plot of Joel 
Schumacher’s thriller riveting, so is its 
skillfully interwoven second theme of 
the appalling frustrations that are 
today’s urban reality. Short-fused 
unemployed defense employee 
Michael Douglas is gridlocked on the 
LA. freeway. He finally abandons his 
car and asks a nearby Asian conve- 
nience store owner for change so he 
can call ex-wife Barbara Hershey. 
Curtly told he must buy something 
first he demolishes the store with a 
baseball bat, taking a major step along 
a path of potential self-destruction 
that involves gangland youths who 
also lose out to his rage, plus a fast- 
food restaurant that won’t serve him 
breakfast because he’s two minutes 
late. By now veteran cop Robert 
Duvall, who's only hours away from 
the early retirement insisted upon by 
his neurotic wife, is on his trail, and as 
the two men meet, Douglas demonia- 
cally demonstrates what can happen 
to a middle-class man when the 
American Dream comes falling down 
around him. (Coronet, SF; Shattuck, 
Berk; Grand Lake, Oak.) 


RICH IN LOVE 

To come home from school to a letter 
from her mother Jill Clayburgh saying 
she’s left the family “to start a second 
life” is something for which 17-year- 
old Kathryn Erbe isn’t prepared. She 
re-types it to soften the blow for her 
father, Albert Finney — after all, 
they've been married 27 years. Finney 
teads it, and from then on pads 
around only in pajamas, concocting 
potato chip and mayo sandwiches, 
oblivious to Erbe’s putting her own life 
on hold to take care of him. Then live- 
ly eldest daughter Susy Amis arrives 
with new husband Kyle MacLachlan, 
announcing she’s pregnant and home 
to stay, which jolts Finney back to life, 
and a date with more-than-agreeable 
Piper Laurie, and where these new 
beginnings take them all is what Bruce 
Beresford’s down-to-earth, very natur- 
al movie's all about. Its only deterrent 
is Erbe, who turns a major role minor, 
despite which the rest of the cast 
makes the remainder of the movie 
very well fixed, if not rich, in love.

Remember when dancing meant peo- 
ple actually touched each other? Baz 
Luhrmann’s lively movie brings back 
much more than the memory via ball- 
room-dancing championships in 
Sydney, Australia.

PRING MARKS the season 
S for wild mushrooms. It may 

seem like a strange time to 
celebrate a moist brown fungus 
that grows in damp, seldom-tra- 
versed wooded areas, but it’s true 
— these marvelous treasures 
from the dark spring to life along 
with the daffodils and tulips. 

Until a few years ago, fresh 
wild mushrooms were available 
only to those who collected them 
from the forests. But now, more 
and more, you can find a good 
selection of wild mushrooms in 
local food stores. 

According to Norm Andresen, 
foray coordinator of the San 
Francisco Mycological Society, 
there are restrictions on mush- 
room-picking in some state and 
regional parks, where mush- 
rooms grow abundantly. The 
society is currently working on 
this issue, maintaining that for- 
aging for fungi is a time-honored, 
traditional way of procuring wild 
mushrooms for eating, and when 
carried out by educated collec- 
tors, does not harm the natural 
environment, but in fact provides 
an important source of food. 

Foraging for wild mushrooms 
can be an all-day adventure, 
resulting in baskets overflowing 
with dusky mushrooms — or 
empty baskets, poison oak, and 
wet feet. In any case, picking 
mushrooms in the wild and 
selecting those for consumption 
should only be done by educated, 
experienced mushroom collec- 
tors well versed in the study of 
mycology. The Mycological Soci- 
ety hosts forays where you can 
get out into the woods with an 
experienced collector and pick 
your own dinner. 

More predictable but less 
adventurous is the option to pur- 
chase wild mushrooms at the 
produce market. Interest in wild 
and cultivated mushrooms has 
greatly increased over the past 
few years — encouraging com- 
mercial production of familiar as 
well as exotic fungi, and resulting 
in the magnificent selection cur- 
rently available in Bay Area food 
stores. 

The Monterey Market and 
Berkeley Bowl, both located in 
the East Bay, have a large and 
inexpensive selection of wild and 
cultivated mushrooms. Petrini’s 
and many natural-food stores 
often carry wild mushrooms in 


season. 

Between the truly wild mush- 
rooms, brought to market by 
individual collectors, and ‘the 
large number of cultivated vari- 
eties, there is now a vast array of 
wonderful mushrooms from 
which to choose. At hand now in 
produce markets and many natu-

ral-food stores are wild yellow 
and black chanterelles, hedge- 
hogs, yellowfoots, and candy 
caps; expect wild morels some- 
time in March or April. Com- 
mercially grown varieties include 
shiitake, porta bella, enoki, 
brown domestics, oyster mush- 
rooms, and, of course, regular

white domestics. While all fungi 
possess a certain similar earthy 
quality, each individual type has 
a unique flavor and texture. 
When choosing mushrooms, 
look for firm, unblemished 
mushrooms free of worm holes 
or shiny soft spots. It’s best to 
buy mushrooms with tight gills 
and firm stems, but these features 
aren’t as important as the condi- 
tion of the cap. Mushrooms 
stored and sold in plastic bags 
often become soggy and wet 
before their time, resulting in 
mushy, old, flavorless fungi. Wild 
mushrooms are often delivered to 
market with a fine layer of sandy 
dirt, rich soil, pine needles, small 
leaves and debris, and in some 


: 
& 
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cases, tiny pebbles; choose those 
that have the least amount of 
“earth” attached. 

Once you get your forest trea- 
sures home, transfer them to a 
brown paper bag, or wrap them 
tightly in paper towels or wax 
paper and refrigerate until ready 
to use. But you want to cook 
your purchases as soon as possi- 
ble; the high water content and 
delicate nature of mushrooms 
make them more perishable than 
most other vegetables. 

Wash or clean the mushrooms 
just before cooking; washing too 
far in advance can make them 
soggy. It’s best to remove dirt, 
pine needles, small pebbles, or 
unwanted foreign objects with a 
damp cloth, mushroom brush, 
small paring knife, or your fin- 
gers. Many people shudder at the 
thought of washing mushrooms 
in water, much less briefly sub- 
merging them in a bath of warm 
water to remove stubborn dirt, 
but in the case of very dirty 
mushrooms with many crevasses 
and folds, it really is better to 
quickly wash them in a bowl of 
barely warm water. I like to deal 
with the extra moisture intro- 
duced while washing in the cook- 
ing process, rather than leaving 
dirt on the mushrooms — result- 
ing in gritty, sandy food (ugh). 

Fungi don’t take long to cook, 
but undercooking some varieties 
results in gray, mushy, flabby, 
not-so-flavorful mushrooms. 
Generally speaking, it’s best to 
sauté mushrooms: Cook them in 
a small amount of olive oil or oil 
mixed with unsalted butter in a 
sauté pan over moderate or high 
heat. The more delicate the fungi, 
the less heat you need. Con- 
versely, thick, meaty, firm mush- 
rooms benefit from quick cook- 
ing over high heat. Stewing a 
medley of wild or cultivated 
mushrooms in a little wine or 
stock infused with unsalted but- 
ter is also a wonderful way to 
make a rich and intense mush- 
room dish. 

When using a mixture of dif- 
ferent mushrooms with different 
sizes, textures, and shapes, it’s a 
good idea to cook those with 
similar characteristics together. 
For example, cook sliced domes- 
tic browns with chopped or 
sliced porta bella or meaty yel- 
low chanterelles. The delicate 
varieties such as hedgehog, yel- 
lowfoot, small shiitakes, and 
black chanterelles require less 
cooking and are best when 
sautéed in a little olive oil and 
butter over moderately low to 
moderate heat. Tiny enoki mush- 
rooms, usually sold prepackaged 
in sealed plastic bags, are best 
eaten uncooked. The general goal 
is to extract the moisture from 
the fungi, thus intensifying the 
flavor and producing a firm but 
thoroughly cooked product. In 
many cases, searing the exterior 
gives the mushroom a meaty, 
firm texture, while sealing in and 
heightening the natural flavors. 

Below are a few recipes that 
highlight the attractive and elu- 
sive qualities of wild and culti- 
vated mushrooms. I hope they 
serve as inspiration for further 
exploration into the magical

For much of this century, Brazil was synonymous with 
coffee, which was the country’s most important export. 
To stimulate the national economy, ever-larger crops 
were encouraged, and production techniques were 
developed to maximize yield. Large harvesting machines 
were used to strip all the fruit off the trees at once, a 
practice that resulted in poor cup quality since many 
unripe cherries were picked along with the ripe ones. 
Little or no selectivity was exercised in processing the 
picked fruit, which was simply spread on the ground to 
dry. While coffee no longer plays the dominant economic 
rolecit once did, Brazil still produces over 20 million bags 
annually, or about 25% of the world coffee crop. 

Because so much is grown and the overall quality 
level is so low, “Brazils” fetch a remarkably low price in 
world markets, a fact which no doubt accounts for their 
popularity with commercial roasters. In recent years, 
on Uch Zs omdeCMes cova teteme(tutteve i Copmetts/ \amelt-l ia mee ic 
has transformed much of the market, and Brazilian 
coffee farmers find themselves faced with a dilemma, as 
the low world price makes investment in quality 
improvement difficult. 

But things are changing for the better. On a recent 
visit to the Minas Gerais region, we found that members 
of the Specialty Coffee Association of Brazil are trying to 
improve the quality of their coffee by being more selec- 
tive in their picking and more careful in their processing. 
Here, the farmers have abandoned strip-harvesting 
(although the practice is still common in other parts of 
Brazil). They’ve also started keeping coffee from certain 
areas of their farms — areas that have a more favorable 
microclimate, for example, or that have been planted 
with a variety of coffee tree which produces better quality 
— separate from the rest. (In the past, they would have 
bulked all the coffee together in one mediocre offering.) 

The results have been encouraging, and while we 
do not yet carry any Brazils, we continue to sample the 
higher quality offerings coming from Minas Gerais and 
the growing region further to the north around Bahia, 
hoping to find a supplier who can satisfy our admittedly 
fussy coffee buyer on a consistent basis.

WILD MUSHROOM RISOTTO 


- Rich, robust, and simple to pre- 


pare, this classic Italian dish 
depends on arborio rice for its 
wonderful texture, consistency, 
and flavor. I prefer the superfino 
variety packaged by Marem- 
mana, but you can use any brand 
as long as the label says arborio 
rice. 


Makes 4 to 6 servings

Heat 1 Tbsp. of the olive oil 
in a large, non-stick sauté pan 
over high heat until hot, but not 
smoking. Add the domestic 
mushrooms and cook for 4 to 5 
minutes, stirring frequently, 
until they are golden brown. 
Remove from the pan and place 
in a bowl. Add 2 Tbsp. oil to 
the same pan and cook over 
high heat. Add the porta bella 
and shiitake mushrooms and 
cook for 3 to 5 minutes, stirring 
frequently, until they are tender. 
Add the remaining mushrooms 


and cook 2 minutes, stirring 
constantly. Add to the domestic 
mushrooms, along with the 
mushroom soy sauce; mix gen- 
tly, season with salt and pepper, 
and set aside until needed. 

In a large saucepan, heat the 
remaining olive oil with the but- 
ter over moderate heat. Add the 
onion, garlic, and thyme; cook 
10 minutes, stirring frequently, 
until the onion is soft. Add the 
rice and 4 cups of the chicken 
stock and bring to a boil over 
high heat. Reduce the heat to 
moderate and cook 10 to 12 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally, or 
until the liquid has 
been absorbed. 


Add 
the reserved 
mushrooms and 


remaining chicken stock; cook 15 
to 20 minutes, or until the rice is 
tender, but not mushy. Season 
with salt and pepper. Garnish 
with the grated cheese and pars- 
ley just before serving.

If you don’t have a pizza stone, 
bake the pizza on a large, pre- 
heated sheet pan. While I prefer 
using regular dry, activated yeast 
for making dough, rapid-rise 
yeast works well when time is 
limited.

3/4 cup bread flour 

3/4 cup all-purpose flour 

1 1/2 tsp. Kosher or sea salt 

1 1/2 tsp. fennel seed 

2 tsp. rapid-rise activated yeast

To 

make the dough: 
Place the flours, salt, and fennel 
seed in a large bowl; mix well. 
Place the yeast in a one-cup 
measuring cup; add the water 
and mix well until the yeast has 
dissolved. Add the oil and mix 
well. Add to the flour mixture, 
stirring with your hand to com- 
bine the wet ingredients with 
the dry. If the mixture is too 
wet, add a little more flour; if 
it’s too dry, add a little more 
warm water. 

Turn dough out onto a lightly 
floured surface and knead for 4 
or § minutes, or until it is smooth 
and elastic. Place in a lightly 
oiled bowl and cover with a plas- 
tic bag. Place in a warm, draft- 
free spot (a gas oven lit by a pilot 
light is perfect for this) for 1 
hour, or until the dough doubles 
in size. Punch down, knead for 3 
minutes, and let stand at room 
temperature covered with plastic 


or a damp kitchen towel, until 
the dough does not spring back 
when poked with a finger (15 to 
20 minutes). 

Meanwhile, prepare the top- 
ping ingredients: In a large, non- 
stick sauté pan, heat the olive oil 
over high heat until it is hot but 
not smoking. Add the mush- 
rooms and cook for 5 to 7 min- 
utes, stirring constantly, until 
they are golden brown and any 
liquid has evaporated. Place in a 
small bowl with the herbs and 
garlic. Season with salt and pep- 
per and mix gently. 

Preheat the pizza stone in a 
450° F oven for 20 minutes. 

On a lightly floured surface, 
roll the dough out into a flat, 
even circle approximately 12 
inches in diameter. Place dough 
on preheated pizza stone or sheet 
pan and cover with the onions. 
Bake for 4 or 5 minutes, or until 
the dough is light golden brown 
and the onions are wilted. Evenly 
distribute the mushrooms over 
the dough, cover with cheese, 
and bake 4 to 5 minutes, or until 
the crust is golden brown on the 
bottom and the cheeses are just 
melted. Remove from the oven 
and slice into serving pieces. 
Serve immediately. 


WILD MUSHROOM AND 
GARLIC DUXELLES 


Duxelles is the French term for 
a mixture of mushrooms, shal- 
lots, garlic, and herbs cooked 
slowly in butter. This version, 
made with wild mushrooms and 
garlic and fortified with mush- 
room soy sauce, is cooked in 
olive oil rather than butter. Use 
this heady mixture for spread- 
ing on bread or crackers, for 
omelet fillings, as a stuffing for 
poultry, fish, or vegetables, or 
add to cooked pasta or soup. 
This recipe can easily be dou- 


bled. 


Makes about 1 1/4 cups 
2 1/2 Tbsp. olive oil 
1/3 pound porta bella mush- 


rooms (about 1 large mush= 


room), finely chopped 

1/8 pound hedgehog mush-

1/2 tsp. minced fresh oregano 

Salt and pepper, to taste

The Tenderloin 


T WAS ABOUT ten o’clock in 

the evening, mid-February, 

with the moon shrouded by 
fog and a look of hard wet rain 
along the gutters and cement. I 
was wearing my navy-blue Army 
jacket, red plaid Pendleton, black 
jeans, clean underwear, and black 
leather shoes. I was neat, fairly 
clean, tastefully unshaven, and 
practically sober, and I didn’t care 
who knew it. I was everything 
the badly paid journalist ought to 
be. I was doing a restaurant tour

of the Tenderloin. 

That’s right. The Tenderloin. 

I was walking through the 
neighborhood, quietly watching 
the fog roll over the single-room 
occupancy hotels, the corner liquor 
stores, the dark crowded bars, 
when I held my first dining ren- 
dezvous at Polo’s Stadium Club. 

With a complete in-your-face 
sports-sensory overload, Polo’s has 
14 television screens to satisfy 
every kind of sports-news junkie 
there is — we even caught snippets 
of activities as obscure as women’s 
snow boarding. There was a red 
digital screen that flashed news 
gems like “Neely Misses Game ... 
Soreness In Knee,” a jukebox that 
played Bruce Springsteen and the 
Doobie Brothers, a boisterous and 


unpretentious crowd, and bath- 
rooms marked “Fillies” and “Stal- 
lions” (I actually stumbled on that 
one). 

My Polo’s contact and I sat in 
one of the empty booths and 
ordered Polo’s adequate, if not 
above average, fried mozzarella 
sticks and onion rings. After that 
hefty but satisfying dose of grease, 
my dinner guest had a bowl of 
hearty minestrone soup, while I 
ordered the bacon cheeseburger, 
medium rare. My dinner was sur- 
prisingly top-notch — served on a 


firm french roll with thick wedge 


fries (with the skin still attached). 
The burger was fat, red, and juicy, 
and best of all, the bacon added an 
almost perfect pungency to the 
entire affair. I was very, very 
pleased. We ended the evening 
with a few rounds of “firecrack- 
ers,” which had been recom- 
mended to us as the house aperitif. 
A firecracker is a shot of cinnamon 
schnapps with a dash of Tabasco 
— they taste exactly like the Hot 
Tamales you get at the movies. 


A GRAND HOTEL 


For an upscale Tenderloin detour, I 
decided to check out the Brasserie 
Savoy, a select Tenderloin/Theater 
District restaurant where the 
servers wear black and white, the 
bussers wear something resembling 


eee” yy: rts 


a chef’s coat, and — my favorite 
part of the whole Savoy experience 
— the appetizer and entrée forks 
are exactly the same size. The inte- 
rior is high-ceilinged and chande- 
liered and the floors are black-and- 
white checked marble. My friend 
said the place felt like “the lobby of 
a grand hotel” even before she 
realized that it actually is the lobby 
of a grand hotel (the Savoy) — or 
at least right next to one. The 
entrée prices range from $11.50 to 
$16.50 and the crowd is your basic 
Levi’s-to—Brooks Brothers San 
Francisco mix. We happened to be 
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seated next to a couple of young 
suits who, over a bottle of 
Chardonnay and a full platter of 
oysters, were heatedly discussing 
marketing strategy. 

To begin with, I chose the warm 
salad greens with thick slabs of 
smokehouse bacon and cheese fon- 
due — the perfect appetizer for a 
cold evening — while my compan- 
ion ordered the soft and subtle 
salmon tartare with creamy 
steamed eggplant and cucumber 
salad. For my entrée, I chose the 
couscous with ratatouille and fresh 
herb farmer’s cheese. I later regret- 
ted my order, not because it wasn’t 
good, but because my friend’s 
entrée (despite the fact that she’d 
just had salmon as an appetizer) 
was the elegant house-smoked 


salmon with toasted walnut bread 
and créme fraiche, and it was so 
much better than mine. 

For our next upscale stop, we 
hit Miss Pearl’s Jam House, which 
is situated right next to that rock- 
and-roll home away from home, 
the Phoenix Hotel. We slowly 
came to understand Miss Pearl’s 
not just as a restaurant, but as a 
unique place where the bathrooms 
are marked “Miss” and “Mon,” 
where the condom machines sell 
not only condoms, but also pifia 
colada—flavored “love-drops,” 
where the bar carries fifteen differ- 
ent kinds of rum, thé sound track 
is world beat, and the jicama salad 
is always fresh. 

We went on the evening of the 
Sonic Youth show, and as our host 
was seating us, he informed us that 
— as one of my dining compan- 
ions had intuitively suspected — 
Kim Gordon had indeed dined 
there, and that, even more impor- 
tantly, she was “really very nice.” 

Since the only smoking table 
left inside was right by the front 
door, we opted to sit outside — or 
rather, poolside. The restaurant’s 
“patio” seating is right in the back- 
yard of the Phoenix, separated by 
a transparent, blue-colored plastic 
tarp, kept warm by several lamp 
heaters, and made even more 
soothing in a hotel-poolside kind 
of way by the trickling sounds of a 
running fountain. 

My mouth watering, I started 
with a half-order of the delectable 
salmon crab cakes with a spicy 
banana-tamarind sauce, jicama 
salad, and fried plantains, while 
my companions chose the deep- 
fried catfish “fingers” and the 
roasted red pepper flan — both of 
which were accompanied by rave 
reviews upon completion. For an 
entrée, I ordered a savory and 
heaping plate of Chef Delicious’ 
Jerked Chicken, the “jerk”. refer- 


ring to a spicy Jamaican barbecue — 


sauce seasoned with ginger, chilies, 
and green onions. One of my 
friends ordered the Rasta Pasta 
special, which was fresh pasta 
filled with herbs and cheese, and 
the other had plantain-encrusted 
Pacific Coast sea bass served with 
a black bean sauce. One of the 
priciest items on the menu was the 
sea bass, which came in at $15.95 
— but since my friend emphati- 
cally described it as “very, very suc- 
culent,” it seemed well worth the 
money. 


ALLIGATOR FRIED RICE 


Nhu’s is one of the many Viet- 
namese restaurants around the 
Tenderloin I would recommend on 
the sheer excellence of their food. 
Their menu boasts everything 
from spring rolls to pan-fried eel, 
the prices are cheap, and snapshots 
of every item on the menu are 
hung along the walls of the small, 
hall-shaped restaurant — so we 
got to see the alligator fried rice 
before we ordered it. (It actually 
looked pretty good.) My dining 
companion and I ordered the spicy 
catfish in a clay pot (very tender, in 
a rich oyster sauce), curried frog 
legs (the white meat was subtle 
and delicate), vegetarian spring 
rolls (perfect), and, finally, the alli- 
gator fried rice. The final dish 
ended up being the only one I

As the story goes, before 
the officer headed off for the bland 
flavors of his native land, he asked 
an Indian orderly to put together a 
combination of spices that would 
remind him of India. The orderly 
created what the Indians refer to 
as a masala (a spice mixture) and 
sent it off with the Brit, who, 
unashamedly, dubbed the amal- 
gam kari, the Sanskrit word mean- 
ing sauce. Eventually the English 
adopted kari into their realm of 
culinary pursuits and the word 
eventually evolved into curry. 


The broad term curry has 
unfortunately become a catch-all 
phrase for any spicy dish. The 
truth is that most Indians cringe at 
the sound of the word; their 
recipes are very regional, as well as 
personal and religious. Masalas are 
so vital to Indian cuisine, and 
Indian cuisine so vital to Indian 
culture, that in some parts of the 
subcontinent, a Hindu bride stands 
on a grinding stone during the pre- 
liminary wedding ceremonies to 
show that the kitchen in her new 
home will be dedicated to creating 
a distinctive “family recipe.” 


India has surely been the 
seedbed of these recipes, but many 


other parts of the world, like the 
Caribbean and parts of Asia, 
boast their own curries. However, 
Malvi Doshi, owner of Ganges 
restaurant on Frederick Street, 
says: “Real Indian taste buds can 
tell the difference between an 
authentic Indian curry and those 
made by Thais or Jamaicans. 
Many of them use store-bought 
curry powder.” 


Many Thai restaurants do use a 
blended off-the-shelf red, green, or 
yellow curry for their dishes. The 
colors and flavors of these curries 
are dictated by red and green 
jalapefios and turmeric, respec- 
tively. As for Caribbean curries, 
David Ribbens, chef at San Fran- 
cisco’s Trader Vic’s, says Vic’s 
Island and Calcutta curry dishes 
both call for Madras curry powder, 
a blend of spices you can purchase 
at most specialty grocery stores. 
With the addition of peanut butter 
and coconut milk, the Island dishes 
are sweet and fruity, while the Cal- 
cutta dishes are spicy. . 


Spices grow in profusion in 
India. In fact, more than two mil- 
lion acres are devoted to their 
production. Up to 20 different 
spices can be used to make a 
masala that suits a particular dish 
and a particular cook. And the 
details of masalas are nearly 
impossible to summarize because 
each cook has his/her own 


agenda. We can, however, glean a 
few things from a cursory look at 
what we do know about spices 
and how they are used in India: 

© Generally speaking, Indians 
from the North use dry spices and 
grind them to make a powder, 
while those from the South prefer 
to make a liquid paste using fresh 
or green spices and mixing them 
with water, vinegar, lime, or 
coconut juice, making a “wet 
masala” that counteracts the dry- 
ness of their main staple, rice. 

e Cumin, coriander, turmeric, 
and pepper are far too bitter and 
sharp to be used in sweet dishes, 
but the sweet spices — cinnamon, 
cardamom, and saffron — accom- 
pany the aforementioned spices in 
most savory dishes. 

e The power of a chili or a 
jalapefio pepper must never be 
underestimated.+— they give off a 
lot of heat. 

e A garam masala (usually a 
prepared mixture of cinnamon, 
cardamom, coriander, cloves, 
cumin, and pepper) should never 
be used-in fish and vegetable 
dishes where the strong taste 
would overpower the meal. Like- 
wise, turmeric is so acrid that it 
must be cooked in a sauce or 
“wet” masala to mellow its flavor. 

e Try to use whole spices rather 
than ground ones; they have a 
more pungent flavor and keep 


longer. 

© Add spices at the beginning 
of the cooking period so they have 
time to cook through. 

© Most importantly, a balance 
must be achieved in Indian spic- 
ing. A pleasant blend of flavors 
should entice your taste buds. 

Now that you are nearly a 
spice expert, step out and pur- 
chase the ingredients for your very 
own curry dish. Below, courtesy 
of the Doshi family and the 
Ganges restaurant, is a recipe for 
Palak Kofta. 

Although you can buy the 
ingredients for this dish at your 
local supermarket, you may want 
to check out one of the Bay Area’s 
Indian spice markets, such as 
India Gifts and Foods (643 Post, 
SF). India Gifts is a small, well- 
stocked store that sells whole and 
ground spices. The sales staff is 
helpful, so feel free to ask ques- 
tions. As a bonus they also have a 
modest menu. Pull up a stool and 
enjoy a North Indian meal pre- 
pared right in front of you. 


PALAK KOFTA 


(Split pea and spinach balls in 
onion sauce) 


Kofta: 

2 cups yellow split peas 
6-8 cloves of garlic, peeled 
4 jalapefio chilies

2 tsp. ground cumin 

8 cups fresh spinach, chopped 
2 Tbsp. tomato paste 

6 cups water 

chopped cilantro for garnish 


Kofta: Sort, wash, and soak the 
yellow split peas for at least four 
hours. Drain well and set aside. 
Place garlic, chilies, and cilantro 
in a food processor fitted with a 
metal blade and grind until 
slightly coarse. Add split peas and 
grind until almost smooth. Move 
mixture to a bowl and add the 
next seven ingredients. Mix well. 
Blot spinach leaves with paper 
toweling to dry, and add to the 
kofta mixture. Mix well. 


In a small wok, heat about 3 
inches of oil to 375° FE. Using your 
hands, shape about 2 Tbsp. of the 
kofta mixture into a ball, repeating 
until all the koftas are ready. You 
may start frying when half the kof- 
tas are shaped. Gently slide indi- 
vidual koftas into the oil, and stir 
two or three times when the balls 
float to the top. Fry until golden 
brown, then remove from the oil 
and set aside on paper towels. 


Sauce: Heat the oil in a 
medium-sized stainless steel 
saucepan, and add cinnamon 
sticks. Add onions and fry, stir- 
ring often, until onions are golden 
brown (about 45 minutes). Add 
all the ingredients including 
tomato paste and cook for 5 min- 
utes. Add water and let the mix- 
ture come to a full boil. Allow the 
sauce to boil for 5 minutes. Lower 
the heat and add kofta. Simmer 
for 5 minutes, allowing the kofta 
to soak up the sauce and soften. 
Remove saucepan from heat. 
Serve garnished with chopped 
cilantro. 


You can use this sauce with a 
variety of dishes, including fish or

didn’t really dive into, since the alli- 
gator — which tasted more or less 
like chicken — seemed a little 
tough, although it occurred to me 
that I have no past alligator expe- 
rience to compare it to. For dessert 
we ordered the fried banana, 
which was perfectly crisp on the 
outside, sprinkled with sugar, and 
sweet and creamy on the inside. 





so one night I stopped into Little 


and the pan-fried wrapping tofu, 
which had a rich, beef-like consis- 
tency. We topped everything off 
with the fried Bee Horn noodles — 
an unusual dish. It looked more 
like a chicken shish kebab than like 
noodles. It was so good that it ran 
a close second to the pot stickers. 


THREE KINDS OF MILLER 


Nearing the end of my Tenderloin 
tour I started craving Italian food, 


The original original: Original Joe’s. 


We loved it. 

Another great Vietnamese 
restaurant to check out in the Ten- 
derloin is Pagolac. Without the 
flashiness of Nhu’s alligator-fried- 
rice flair (the kind that attracts a 
Tenderloin neophyte like myself), 
Pagolac’s menu contains a smaller 
selection of simple, straightforward 
fare. We started with a plate of bar- 
becued mussels sprinkled with 
chopped peanuts (very light and 
refreshing) and split a plate of ten- 
der fried bean curd slathered with 
a smooth coconut sauce. For our 
entrées, I ordered the five-spice 
chicken over rice while my friend 
ordered the stewed beef over rice 
noodles. Both dishes were very 
tasty, and if it’s possible to describe 
Vietnamese food as “hearty,” 
Pagolac’s cuisine is just that. 

For a vegetarian Tenderloin 
excursion, the Chinese restaurant 
10,000 Buddhas offers an incredi- 
bly cheap (nothing over $6) and 
otherwise delectable menu. The 
decor of the restaurant is soft and 
simple with rose-pink carpeting 
and small, pink plastic bouquets 
hung below the wall lamps. The 
conversations of the few other par- 
ties that were there (the restaurant 
only has 10 tables) were quiet and 
hushed, and there was soft Bud- 
dhist chanting playing in the back- 
ground. 

The food was fantastic. We 
started with a couple of orders of 


_ some seriously mind-blowing pot 


stickers (filled with mushrooms 
and sprouts instead of pork). And 
even though we could have been 
satisfied gorging into infinity on 
pot stickers alone, we went ahead 
and ordered the Chinese cabbage 
with vermicelli and red bean, 
which was a savory, delicate dish; 


Henry’s. The interior is sort of Ital- 
ian family style — lots of side-by- 
side tables with red-and-white 
checked tablecloths. We were there 
right after dinnertime, around nine 
o’clock, and had the place to our- 
selves. One of the first things that 
impressed us about Little Henry’s 
was the quality of the beer service 
— not only do they have chilled 
beer glasses and cheap imported 
beer, but they also carry not just 
two, but three different kinds of 
Miller. 

We sat perfectly contented sip- 
ping our beer and ordered a sim- 
ple, decent plate of deep-fried cala- 
mari to start with. From there we 
decided to concentrate on the 
seafood dishes, which looked to us 
the most appetizing, ordering the 
fettuccine Pacific with clams and a 
(too heavy) cream sauce, the pleas- 
ing fisherman’s special with scal- 
lops, shrimp, and a very nice 
white-wine cream sauce, and the 
fresh grilled trout. We all agreed 
the trout was the best pick of the 
evening, and at only $8 it was a 
definite seafood bargain. 

Finally, in the deepest, seediest 
heart of the Tenderloin lies the 
class Italian act of the original 
Original Joe’s. Swank in a divey, 
red-Naugahyde-booth kind of 
way, Original Joe’s offers its 
patrons laminated menus with 
countless items, old Italian waiters 
in tuxedos, expertly made brandy- 
heavy Picon punches, very special 
oxtail Tuesdays, and, last but not 
least, a mysterious fax machine 
over by the host stand. The night 
we were there, more than half the 
patrons were elderly gentlemen sit- 
ting by themselves, and we noticed 
our waiter affectionately calling a 
few of them paesano. 


For starters, I ordered the 
shrimp cocktail while my compan- 
ion ordered the house salad. My 
shrimp cocktail was nicely pre- 
pared — the shrimp weren’t fresh 
but they were moist and tender, 
and the sauce was that perfect tart/ 
sweet, shrimp cocktail-sauce fla- 
vor. My companion’s salad was the 
standard iceberg affair — simple, 
watery, but actually pretty good. 
When our entrées came — he 
ordered chicken cacciatore, I chose 


eggplant parmigiana — they 
weren’t just plates, but huge 
troughs of food. Both dishes were 
potent, unpretentious meals nei- 
ther of us could quite finish. And 
for our big Tenderloin eating 
finale, we ordered a bowl of 


~Kahlua and ice cream — not 


exactly créme brilée, but still one 
of the most exquisite desserts ’ve 
ever had. The bowl of ice cream 
was drenched, drowning, swim- 
ming in at least two tall, wonderful 
shots of Kahlua — exactly what 
we were both in the mood for as 
we sunk deeper into our red Nau- 
gahyde booth, not caring at all 
when our check might arrive. @

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music out of balance 


Composer Philip Glass is still looking, listening, and leading

HE MUSIC OF Philip Glass is mercurial in the 

extreme: spill some out on the table for analysis 

and it beads up and rolls away; pour it into a 

vessel and it assumes that shape, momentarily, 
but retains its essential slippery, silvery characteristics. 
One of the fathers of minimalism in the 1960s, Glass has 
applied his essential techniques — repetition, microtonal 
shifts, incorporation of international ethnic idioms, elec- 
tronic-acoustic blends — to a stunning variety of forms, 
from theater music to pop songs and film scores, from 
modern opera to Olympic themes. Moreover, the list of 
people who have collaborated with the Baltimore-born 
New Yorker is beginning to read like a multicultural 
Who’s Who: Robert Wilson, Ravi Shankar, Paul Simon, 
Linda Ronstadt, Allen Ginsberg, Laurie Anderson, 
Foday Musa Suso, Mickey Hart. 

Drawing from a multiplicity of influences, including 
such modem classical and new music pioneers as Henry 
Cowell, Harry Partch, and Virgil Thompson, contempo- 
rary pop and rock, and, especially, the techniques of 
Indian music, Glass has in turn imprinted his influence 
ona wide assortment of musicians. You can hear Glass- 
like echoes in the work of Laurie Anderson, Brian Eno, 
David Bowie, composer Todd Levin, even the Utah 
Saints. 

While he has parlayed his experimentalism into 
uncommon success for a living composer, amassing an 
increasing catalog of commissions, Glass has also gar- 
nered his share of vituperative commentary, from Harold 
C. Schonberg, in the New York Times, decrying his min- 
imalism as “the slow, slow evolution of a chord twisting 
slowly, slowly in the wind,” to Pierre Boulez, in the New 
York Review of Books, dismissing what he judges to be 
the passive experience evoked by Glass’s compositions: 
“To me, it’s like cows in front of a train, and there are 
people who listen to music in this way.” Many find his 
compositions as devoid of substance and meaning as 
they are prolific in number. 

But Glass remains generally unflappable and genial, 
continuing on his own path and injecting his fluid sounds 
into all the nooks and crannies of modern culture. Last 
month, the composer of Einstein on the Beach, 1,000 
Airplanes on the Roof, The Thin Blue Line, Satyagraha, 
and Songs from Liquid Days was in town on a promo- 
tional tour on behalf of Point Music, the record label he 
founded last year in a partnership with Philips Classics. 
A home for like-minded composer-performers (includ- 
ing John Gibson, Todd Levin, John Moran, and the 
Brazilian group Uakti), Point just released Glass’ first 
symphony, Low Symphony, a three-movement, post- 
modern/neoclassical adaptation of themes (“Subter- 
raneans,” “Some Are,” and “Warszawa”) from the 1977 
album Low by David Bowie (who worked closely with 
Brian Eno). In conversation, Glass is much like his 
music — soft-toned over a rapid pulse, spreading across 
a vast terrain, shifting gently from one big topic to anoth- 
er. 

Given that Glass is returning to the Bay Area next 
week with his 11-member Philip Glass Ensemble to per- 
form his scores to the Godfrey Reggio films Koy- 
aanisqatsi (1983) and Powaqqatsi (1988), it seemed like 
a good time to delve into his perspective on the state of 
modem music. 


Bay Guardian: Beyond the obvious constraints of 
the recession, has the climate for new music changed for 
the better? 

Philip Glass: It’s a mixed bag, isn’t it? Certain areas 
have developed very rapidly, such as opera and music 
theater. There are extremely talented people working — 
John Adams, from here, is a very heartening success 
story. And there is a sense in most opera houses that a 
new, exciting work is good business, that these are things 


that have a real public and can be justified financially. 
This has been a big change. 

I’mnot sure that the kind of idealism-that operated in 
the new music world of the 60s and ’70s is still really in 
place today: There’s a lot of careerism that you find in all 
the arts, and you find it in experimental music, too. That 
tends to limit the real thrust of what people might do, 
when their concems are more about income and career 
than about ideas and language.... I was 41 before I could 
make a living writing music. That was 15 years ago. 

BG: Do you have the sense that a new music tradition 
has developed out of the work that began in the 1960s? 

PG: I think so. The Point Music label is about that. 
The difference between what young composers like 
Todd Levin and John Moran are doing and what I’m 
doing is this: When I began to put together elements of 
popular music and world music and experimental music, 
I was really aware that I was taking musics from differ- 
ent areas and pushing them together. For these people, 
it’s already together. They’ve grown up living and 
breathing a synthesis of ideas that my generation was, I 
think, largely responsible for making happen. 

BG: What was enticing about Bowie’s Low [recently 
issued by Ryko on compact disc with bonus tracks] and 
what were the challenges of writing a symphony from it? 

PG: I’ve had this interest in Low for a long time. 
When the record came out originally in 1977, it was one 
of the most successful art-rock pieces. It was clear that 
Brian and David were really thinking the way a lot 
of experimental composers think — they were 
thinking about their own musical language, 
ina very idealistic way, without really 
being concemed about any marketplace 
factors at all. : 

When I thought about doing it, I 
thought it was time to do an orches- 
tra piece. I wasn’t thinking 
about a symphony. It 
was only when I got into 
the piece that I realized it 
really was a symphony. 

The challenge was to try to 
find a way to move seamless- 
ly from their music to my 
music. 

Basically, what I was 
doing was what composers 
have always done, like 
Rachmaninoff on 
Rhapsody on a Theme 
by Paganini. If 
there’s music you 
really like, the 
homage you 
make to it is to 
appropriate it and 
transform it and 
make it your 
own. What I was 
doing in this case 
reminds me of 
the Pulcinella 
Suite of Stravin- 
sky; you can hear 
Pergolesi, it’s 
there all the time, 
but you can hear 

Stravinsky all the 
time. What you 
see ina case like 
that is the hand of 
both composers all 
over the place and I 
think you find that 
in Low. 
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BG: Despite your relative success and high profile, 
you are still something of an outsider. But do your varied 
projects give you a sense of community? 

PG: Oh, sure, and more now than before. This is a 
generation that has really come through opposition from 
the established academic music powers, the world of the 
Guggenheims and the Pulitzer Prizes. Forget it, they 
won’t touch us. But it turns out that we don’t need them. 
There was a period when we needed each other because 
we were the only people who listened to each other’s 
music. But it’s a generation that has found an audience 
and found a way of working, and found record compa- 
nies, and found opera producers, and I think we sense 
more of that community now than we did during the 
worst years, the dark years. But the fact is we always had 
fun and I can’t say I suffered very much. It’s true, I had 
day jobs for 10 or 12 years, but everyone has. This is 
America, we don’t support the arts in this country, we’re 
interested in television and sports. If someone complains 
about being an artist, what we say is, “Who asked 
you?” ®

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YOUR DREAM GIRL 


Lois Maffeo makes it cool to be a girl — 
-and even cooler to be a girl with an opinion

HENEVER I see that 

sign, “Lois the Pie 

Queen,” stuck out in 

the air somewhere 
between MLK Way and 60th Street, 
I think, Gee, if I just turn down that 
street, I'll end up at some K Records 
trading post, and Lois Maffeo will 
be there behind the counter, flipping 
the singles and shootin’ the shit. Of 
course, I don’t ever make that turn, 
which is probably just as well, 
because the real Lois the Pie Queen 
is dead, and Lois Maffeo doesn’t 
make pies, she makes vinyl. 

Nevertheless, it’s easy for me to 
envision Maffeo behind that 
counter, giving advice. Her music is 
a startling example of the strength of 
understatement, of the lessons that 
can be learned from simple observa- 
tions — like how your mind changes 
when the stars come out. She makes 
it cool to be a girl, and even cooler to 
be a girl with an opinion. 

Maffeo has long been interested 
in the idea of punk rock. She once 
had a radio show on KAOS called 
Your Dream Girl, during which she 
played only punk records by 
women. Naturally, the rise of riot 
girl excited her. 

“T love riot grrl,” Maffeo says 
from the K Records office in 
Olympia, Wash., as she gets ready to 
begin a West Coast tour. “I’ve been 
waiting for it to happen for so long.” 
In the background, K buddy and 
Beat Happening torch singer Calvin 
Johnson rustles the occasional 
paper. “The idea of young women 
coming together to make music or 
explore their bodies or just to talk is 
great,” Maffeo adds. 

Maffeo herself didn’t pick up a 
guitar until 1985, even though she 
was surrounded by friends like 
Johnson, whom she met in 1981 at 
Evergreen State College. 


“For a long time, I didn’t get 
involved at K,” Maffeo says, “par- 
tially because I was shy.... But I was 
encouraged by people like Heather 
of Beat Happening, and pretty soon I 
started plunking and making up 
songs.” 

Maffeo’s first band was the 
short-lived Lumihoops, which put 
out one song on a compilation and 
played two live shows. When that 
ended, boredom drove her to invite 
drummer Pat Malley, who owns and 
operates Yoyo Studios in Portland, 
to start Courtney Love. 

For some, the first thing that 
name calls to mind is Hole’s very 
visible singer — Kurt Cobain’s 
wife. It’s a pretty neat joke, until you 
find out it was an accident. 

“In love they call it kismet; in 
everything else they call it coinci- 
dence,” explains Maffeo. “I just 
needed a good false name for my 
band.” 

Courtney Love may have been 
the perfect band — brilliant while 
they lasted, gone before you could 
grasp them. They released three 
flawless singles that were stylistical- 
ly miles apart from riot grrl compa- 
triots like Bikini Kill and Bratmo- 
bile. The fundamental viewpoint is 
the same — that of a thinking, inde- 
pendent girl — but while Bikini Kill 
treads the path of fierce punk heat, 
Courtney Love shifted in the long 
shadows. 

“Uncrushworthy/That is what 
you are to me/And your deep black 
eyelashes/Won’t make me see it dif- 
ferently,” Maffeo challenges ina 
low, emotionless voice. Unadomed 
acoustic strumming and a simple 
drum beat provide a restless but 
somehow soothing backdrop. “You 
fall in love with anything/That 
wears a miniskirt/Who’s got you so 
convinced/That only girls know 
how to flirt?” a girl asks coolly in 
“Motorcycle Boy.” 


After playing at the 1991 Interna- 
tional Pop Underground Festival in 
Olympia, Maffeo decided to call it 
quits. 
“Tt was not a bad breakup — 
that’s just a big bore,” Maffeo says. 
“We made three perfect singles, and 
four seemed a bit excessive. It’s like 
that movie, Blade Runner, where 
those cyborgs know they only have 


“a certain life span. I kinda had that 


feeling about my band.” 

On her new full-length K release, 
Butterfly Kiss, Maffeo takes the sim- 
plicity of the Courtney Love sound a 
step or two further. 

Vocals are layered and Stuart 
Moxham’s bass lends an ominous 
urgency to some songs. Bratmo- 
bile’s Molly Neuman has taken over 
for Malley. Overall, the sound of the 
record, which runs under 30 min- 
utes, is pretty homogeneous. 

“There are several ways to look 
at it,” Maffeo explains. “I’m some- 
what limited in my ability, and my 
style is rhythmic rather than nood- 
ly.” Recalling the often discussed 
virtues of Beat Happening’s sup- 
posed musical incompetence, she 
says: “There’s a lot of debate about 
whether people are deliberate about 
the style they employ. If you have an 
original idea about your music, you 
have to pull it out of your mind and 
body somehow.... Obviously you 
want to do the best you can, but that 
depends on what ‘the best you can’ 
is for you.” 

And that goes for record labels as 
well. Although she can understand 
why some people sign to major 
labels, for Maffeo, smaller is better. 
“Smaller labels aren’t necessarily 
better, greater, or more ethical,” she 
says. “For me, I love K. I don’t 
wanna be on Sub Pop.” @

TUPAC ¢ STRICTLY 4 MY 
NIGGAZ (TNTANTERSCOPE) 

On the heels of his excellent, 
underrated 2pacalypse Now and 
his eerie, over-the-top perfor- 
mance in last January's Juice; on 
the eve of his co-starring role 
(with Janet Jackson) in John Sin- 
gleton’s follow-up to Boyz ‘N the 
Hood, Poetic Justice; in the midst 
of controversy over just who shot 
and killed a 6-year-old black boy 
in Marin City last year; from the 
vortex of all of this, the wild one, 
Tupac “2Pac” Shakur enters with 
Strictly 4 My Niggaz, an album 
full to bursting with murky beats, 
caustic rhymes, and the fragile, 
mean love that so often exists 
between male hip hoppers. The 
album is a success. 2Pac, with his 
moody, oblique city style, wear- 
ing his troubled childhood like a 
bullet-proof vest, has done it 
again — it remains to be seen if 
he'll get the credit this time. 

Unintimidated, 2Pac puts him- 
self in the studio with the quasi- 
legendary voices of Ices Cube and 
Tin “Last Wordz” to bold, stirring 
effect. The song is marred only by 
the Ices’ blunt homophobia. The 
verses stomp around an ancient 
piece of a Bar-Kays song while all 
three rappers continually pro- 
daim who they are, what they 
mean, and what they will do. The 
loud seriousness is probably 
empowering to some, but the 
song is really much more com- 
pelling in a sad way. It illustrates 
how talk — rap — is getting 
cheaper and cheaper. 

Toward the end of the album, 
Shakur orchestrates a reunion 
with Digital Underground’s Shock 
G, Money B, and DJ Fuze with the 
groovy “I Get Around.” It’s a 
cool, slowish, easy jam — so 
exactly and wonderfully like DU’s 
Sex Packets and This Is An EP 
Release—type stuff, it’s practically 
retro. “Holler lf Ya Hear Me” is all 
2Pac — perfect, simple, urgent, 
and plain — talking to “his 
niggaz,” or so it would seem until 
you see the video and then the 
smoldering song reads in an 
entirely different way. Songs like 
“Souljah’s Revenge,” “Peep 
Game,” “Keep Ya Head Up,” and 
the Treach, Apache, and Live 
Squad-infused “5 Deadly Ven- 
omz” are alive with rolling, jam- 
ming music (the lyrics are only 
slightly less fulfilling), and as a 
concoction, as a stew, Strictly 4 
My Niggaz is searing — hot to 
the touch and the tongue. 2Pac, 
with his wild-style B-boy politick- 
ing, crisp production, and bad-ass 
ways, has indeed done it again.

In a world of televised chaos, one 
that’s programmed us to soak up 
mixed, multilayered, and often 
gruesome messages with nary a 
neuron firing, Moe Dark and the 
Love Posse are true renegades — 
cyperfunksters of the air. Clearly 
warped by thousands of hours 
spent in front of the tube, produc- 
er/crooner/rapper Moe Dark is 
bent on making the torrent of 
cathode-ray image and sound 
pulsing in his subconscious work 
for him, not on him, as he crafts a 
music founded on a similarly lay- 
ered and hypnotic plane.

You don’t need to have seen the movie to appreciate this Crying Game, 
although once you do, you'll grasp how finally it puts Boy George's singing 
performance in perspective. More about the movie aspect of The Crying 
Game later, however; a Pet Shop Boys song — and ”The Crying Game” is 
no exception — stands on its own. It swamps the listener like an ocean of 
water pouring into the hold of the Titanic, except the wet, humid substance 
spilling in is melancholy, not water, and the emotionally helpless hulk is you, 
hot a ship. When the Pets sigh, swoon, lament, and deliquesce amid vast 
waves of synthesized orchestration —more often than not, uselessly fondling 
their short-circuited sexual organs, like a too-late team of damage con- 
trollers — the listener feels grand passions swelling up inside him, burst- 
ing, rushing, drowning his body; immobilizing his limbs; sounding him to 
the depth. Do | use grandiose language? Nothing less captures the impact 
of the Boys’ grand French diva-in-tragedy music, “The Crying Game” exem- 
plifies their style, and to bond Boy George hermaphroditically to the song's 
melody as his soft tenor caresses the lyric “First there are kisses, then there 
are sighs” as if it were the downy cheek of a new nymph, is to declare his 
readiness to do and be anything; for his lover, and for love itself. 

In the movie, Jaye Davidson’s mythic figure Dil — Rosalind or Tiresias, 
she recalls them both — states to Fergus alias Jimmy (played by Stephen 
Rea) that she loves and trusts him so totally she'll do and be anything he 
wants in love. She says this, as he holds her long hair in his hands; as he 
prepares to cut that hair and transform her into a man so that he can hide 
her from assassins. A man is the last thing she wants to be, and yet, at last, 
she lets him make her one. Earlier in the movie she has sung her own love- 
starved, vocally oblique version of “The Crying Game” on stage at The 
Metro, a seedy little pickup bar, dressed in a gold sequin minidress that 
adheres to her tired torso: passion pours into her faster than her voice can 


pump it back out. 


She would sink, were it not for Fergus/Jimmy’s love, a love that Boy

McGarrett works an exhilarating 
dementia of fully funkedelicized hip 
hop, mammoth bottom-end, video 
game cacophony, and live JB‘s-style 
homs — all spiced with the Ameri- 
can esperanto of late-night TV.

More than any other post-punk, 
Frank Black, formerly Black Francis, 
resembles the Frost poem about a 
guide whose only interest is your 
getting lost. The Bowie-like identity 


shift is taken further in a series of cos- 
tumed sleeve photos; one, for the 
song “Fu Manchu,” makes Frank Black 
look like Lester Bangs. There is an 
ersatz rock-crit feel to a record with a 
Brian Wilson obscurity and a Ramones 
tribute that urges the band to “pull 
another Menudo.” But those’re just 
the subtleties | grasp, and appreciate. 
Most of the album flies right by me, 
but in a nice way. As he did for the Pix- 
ies, this guy clears the spaces out of 
conventional indie-rock clamor like a 
dance producer working a break beat. 
Better than the competition, too, if 
recent Auteurs and Grant Lee Buffalo 
albums are any indication. 

Those latter two records are sexier, 
though. Pop music is all novelty and 
upward thrust. As it becomes clearer 
that the Pixies’ Doolittle was whosis's 
pinnacle, and now he's just roaming 
the plateau, the glamour fades, even if 
all that artistry remains. If you're 
searching for something more 
unformed and gawky, like Surfer Rosa 
or, before that, “Levitate Me” felt with 
the Pixies, try Ethyl Meatplow. Frank 
Black has a “Los Angeles” song about 
that city as a myth; Ethyl Meatplow are 
Angelenos with satisfyingly simple 
roots in the Club Fuck! queer scene. A 
woman anda man and a truly hag- 
gard beats machine, sorta B-52s 
crossed with Big Black and zine postur- 
ing, whole new thing. Lotsa dross but 
plenty good static, an oddly whole- 
some “fucking bitch cunt” rap called 
“Queenie,” and a salute to sinners 
who sin. And it'll only get better — oh 
well.

Still, the conversion, admittedly the result of being 
lost on drugs and alcohol earlier in their careers, has 
got to have some of their P.R. people worried. Or 
does it? 

Listen to the cut “Down With the King.” On paper, 
Run’s and D.M.C.’s praising the Lord with B-boy braggado- 
cio may seem quite D.C. Talk-like: a sincere and consequent-

ly laughable version of King Missile’s “Jesus Was Way Cool.” 
(“He told them they could eat his body and drink his blood. I 
mean, that’s so cool.”) But one listen to the single wipes the smirk 
from smart-ass faces like my own. When D.M.C. follows his 
G-O-D line with the verse “My voice is raw, my lyrics is law/ 
I keep it hardcore like ya never saw,” his voice really does 
sound, well, inspired. The ominous horn-driven and piano- 
spiced track, the words about survival and respect, and the still 
tougher-than-leather heart running through the tune all remind 
me, as I sit head-nodding, that soul is also a four-letter word. 
Some liner notes: : 


DEAR LISTENER: All praise to God to whom all 
praise is due. Let us pursue him in the righteous path... 
I humbly asked to be given the means and privilege to 
make others happy through music. I feel this has been 
granted through his grace. ALL PRAISE TO GOD.

Stephanie Wilger has a vision all 
her own. This Oakland artist's sisal- 
thread sculptures generally pro- 
voke one of two responses: rap- 
ture or revulsion. Her transcen- 
dent Sexual Suffering totem (eight- 
foot blood-red labia) heads up to 
the “Shock” show in Sacramen- 
to this summer; a virginal white 
vulva was nearly removed from 
the “Angels” show last winter.
